Fox Sells First National 


Holdings 


to Warner Bros. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Warner Brothers 
have purchased from William Fox the 
stock the head of the Fox organization 
held in the First National Pictures Cor- 
poration. The amount paid by Warners 
was in excess of $10,000,000 

By the terms of the transaction, an- 
nounced thru William Fox, the Fox in- 
terests have relinquished hold of 25,000 
shares of First National stock, valued on 
the Fox books at $3,842,000. The deal 
was handled by Albert M. Greenfield, 
Philadelphia lawyer and rea! estate man, 
who has been active in film financial 
circles for several years. 

The selling of the Fox First National 
stock to Warners puts a more certain 
light on the Paramount-Warner merger, 
which was announced off last week. The 
fiv in the ointment was the stock held in 
First National by Fox. It was announced 
some time ago that the U. S. Govern- 
ment wceuld not sanction the Paramount. 
Warner merger as long as Fox held stock 


Fox Takes Over 


in First National 

When the matter of the sale of stock 
was first broached, it was stated that 
Fox wanted practically $50,000,000 for his 
First National stock, but those in the 
know believed that some deal could be 
arranged for Fox to dispose of his stock, 
and the Paramount-Warner deal become 
a reality. 

Just before the announcement was 
made that the Warner-Paramount propo- 
sition was off, Adolph Zukor sailed for 
Europe, to be away several weeks. From 
France came a denial from Zukor regard- 
ing the ending of negotiations, quickly 
followed by the announcement that 
Zukor was sailing immediately back to 
the States. The Paramount executive is 
due to arrive from Europe this week. 
Zukor’s sudden decision to return from 
Europe brought numerous other rumors, 
with his decision laid to the reopening 
of Paramount-Warner Merger negotia- 
tions.

RKO Divides Booking Dep’t 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Two cf the most 
important and affecting developments in 
the RKO Booking Office took place today, 
both of them originating from different 
sources, but closely linked by a co- 
incidence. Saul E. Rogers, acting for 
William Fox, closed a deal tceday for the 
acquisition of the Interstate Circuit. 
This had long been expected. The 
second was the breaking up of the RKO 
booking department Into three distinct 
divisions, this having been accomplished 
by Hiram S. Brown at the request of 
Georce A. Godfrey. 

With the status of the Interstate from 
the booking angle a doubtful one in the 
RKO office, it appears more than a co- 
incidence that Charles J. Freeman, In- 
terstate bocker, has been chosen to head 
one of the new partitions of the RKO 
booking office. Freeman will take com- 
plete charge of the new Western division, 
including theaters in Cleveland, Chicago 
and all houses in the Northwest and on 
the coast. Godfrey remains as Eastern 


head, taking in all houses from New York 
to Cleveland. 

A post wil! be created for Ben Piazza, 
present Chicago booking heed, which will 
leave him {n charge of the business af- 
fairs of the department. He will be 
transferred from Chicago, and assist 
Godfrey and Freeman in general booking 
matters. 

In regard to the Fox-Interstate deal, it 
was announced from cfficial sources that 
Karl Hoblitzelle, president and general 
manager of the Interstate, will remain in 
sole charge of the circuit. Besides, he 
will a’so assume executive control of all 
the Fox interests in the Southwest. Hob- 
litzelle will dictate the policies of the 
theaters, and it was emphatically added 
that Fox will not interfere in this respect 
from any angle whatever The same 
policies, that cf vaudefilms in the key 
houses, will prevail for the time being. 
At this writing neither the RKO office 
nor Charles Freeman were in a position 
to state what would happen to the 10 
weeks of time now being booked.

Kquity-Agent 
Permits Set 


Latter Must Be Licensed by 
November 14 To Handle 
Members 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Equity will is- 
sue permits to qualified agents on No- 
vember 14 and after that date all agents 
and theatrical representatives must be 
licensed by the Actors’ Association in or- 
der to do business with individual mem- 
bers of Equity. Frank Gillmore, presi- 
dent, said today that the association is 
going ahead disregarding the appeal of 
the agents to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

The council will meet all the agents 
and representatives on November 11 to 
acauaint them with changes in the 
original permit that will be definitely 
decided upon this week. The commis- 
sion clause will be unchanged, with 
agents allowed to charge 5 per cent for 
19 weeks or less, and 10 per cent on 
longer engagements and long-term con- 
tracts. 

The council has definitely decided to 
enforce the resolution adopted at the 
special meeting of the association last 
year It means that all managers, 
agents and representatives doing busi- 
ness with members or Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation after November 14 must con- 
form to the terms to be set down in 
the permit that will be issued only to 
qualified agents.

ChangeListing 
Of Show Ads 


Alphabetical Arrangement 
Introduced, With Man- 
agers Split Over Idea 


YORK, Nov. 2.—The British 
of alphabetically arranging 
theatrical advertising was introduced 
here this week. Managers are stil] split 
over the soundness of the method, with 
A. L. Erlanger leading the opposition to 
the idea credited to Gilbert Miller. 

It was inaugurated on Tuesday morn- 
ing in one morning daily newspaper, and 
on Wednesday appeared in three morn- 
ing papers and three evening papers, 
with additional dailies falling into line 
on Thursday and Friday. 

The method has won the indorsement 
of the public, but still has its detractors 
among the theatrical men. Newspaper 
readers can easily find a show in the 
listing under the new condition, the 
advocates of the measure contend, while 
the detractors have several complaints 
about it. 

Producers will run into several snags 
with the method that may involve addi- 
tional expenditures because of contracts 
with stars who demand billing over the 
title and management. Under the al- 
phabetical arrangement this will not be 
allowed, because the title of the show ts 
listed over everything in the ads. The 
method differs in this respect to the 
London system, which lists the names 
of the theaters. 

Several stars have agreed to the under- 
billing demanded by the new system. 

The Shuberts have gone into the al- 
phabetical list, but Erlanger remains 
willing to be shown.

Drama League Extending 


Activity to Philadelphia 


Shubert-Sponsored Group in Second Attempt by Com- 
mercial Managers To Use Plan—Chicago League To 
Get “Street Scene’”’—Boston Next Venture 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4-——-A drama ieague, similar to the one sponsored by the 
Shuberts in Chicago, is in the prccess of Organization in Philadelphia, marking 


the second attempt by commercial managers to use 


the subscription plan. 


Solicitors are out and it is reported that Drama League of Philadelphia will 
qpen its season within the next five weeks. The Lyric Theater, one of the 


two Shubert controlled houses allowed to 
co when the lease expired, will house 
the Philadelphia enterprise. 

The Theater Guild, the only organiza- 
tion in the country that has offered 
Broadway productions to the road cities 
on the subscription basis, employs a 
different method of securing subscribers 
than the one by which the Drama League 
of Chicago and the new one in Philadel- 
phia obtains members. The Guild 
has first offered productions in a city 
before any attempt has been made to 
develop a subscription list. The drama 
leagues are attempting to gain sub- 
scribers before the shows are launched. 

The Theater Guild has more than 
8.900 members in Philadelphia and 12.000 
in Chicago, where the Drama League 
started. Boston is reported as a po- 
tential Drama League city. The Theater 
Guild has 7,000 members there. 

The Shuberts are still disclaiming any 
connection with the Drama League idea, 
altho in Philadelphia, as in Chicago, the 
persons connected with the movement 
are Shubert organization people. 

The Chicago venture has not met the 
acclaim its sponsors hoped for. Altho 
the season is now well under way, the 
plan has only 2,000 members. This un- 
doubtedly will be well if Street Scene. 
the Elmer Rice play, is sent into the 
Princess Theater. It is said the Shuberts 
have booked the play into the house, but 
are meeting considerable opposition from 
Wm. A. Brady, the producer. 

Another Brady play, The First Mrs. 
Fraser, was supposed to have opened the 
season, but the Grace George vehicle 
could not be prepared in time for the 
opening. 

The Billboard exclusively reported the 
branching out of the Chicago Drama 
League idea several weeks ago when it 
was chronicled that Cleveland or De- 
troit would probably be the next city en- 
tered. 


Leventhal Planning 
“Up-to-Date Revue” 


NEW YORK. Nov. 4.—Jules Leventhal 
has thus far engaged only two of the 20 
principals he will use in his forthcoming 
musical production, tentatively titled the 
Up-to-Date Revue, which he plans to 
bring to Broadway in January. They are 
Lola Pierce and Jack Montag. Leventhal 
is dickering for several “names” whose 
identity he would not reveal. The show 
will have a chorus of 24 to 30 girls, but 
no ensemble casting will be done until 
the principals are lined up, Leventhal 
states. 

Half the sketches for the revue have 
already been accepted. They are the 
work of Irving Kaye Davis, who has 
authored a few Broadway plays. The 
music will be written by about five com- 
posers, who are at present working with 
Jean Mack, author of the lyrics.

LEAN-MAYFIELD

ATLANTA, Nov. 4.—George Wintz 
signed contracts Saturday with Cecil 
Lean and Cleo Mayfield for his Padlocks 
of 1929, the production which is headed 
for Chicago. They enter the show to- 
night at Richmond, Va., and their con- 
tract calls for a new starring vehicle 
on Broadway next season.

Dreiser Gets Rights 
But No Option Money 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The rights to 
the dramatization of his novel, An 
American Tragedy, reverted to Theodore 
Dreiser by a decision today of the 
American Arbitration Association. The 
arbiters denied Dreiser's second demand 
that Horace Liveright forfeit, for his 
failure to produce the play in London, 
the $1,500 he agreed to pay Dreiser for 
an option on the English presentation 
rights. 

It was developed at the hearing that 
Dreiser had twice acceded to extensions 
of time beyond the contracted period 
within which Liveright’s option fell. 
This was held to invalidate Dreiser's 
original agreement with  Liveright. 
Liveright’s alternate offers to pay the 
option money and present the play in 
London at some later date, or return the 
play without payment, were both re- 
jected by Dreiser. 


ABBOTT RETURNS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—George Abbott 
has returned from Hollywood and will 
direct for Charles Harris the play The 
Blind Spot, which he wrote in collabora- 
tion with Marie Baumer. Casting, it is 
said, will begin in about two weeks.

REVISED MUSICAL 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4. — Edgar Selwyn 
will present his second production of the 
season, Strike Up the Band, for two 
weeks in Boston, beginning Monday, 
December 23, before bringing it to New 
York.

The sum repre- 
sents a percentage from the sale of the 
motion picture rights that have recently 
been purchased. Kraft formerly was a 
member of the producing firm of Jack- 
son & Kraft, but following one produc- 
tion the partners split and Kraft did 
Poppa alone. It played 96 performances, 
closing with salaries owed the cast. 


Stock Money at Stake 
In Dispute Over Play 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Hearing on the 
claim of Ralph Murphy and Donald 
Gallaher for the reversion of rights to 
their play, Sk! The Octopus, for non- 
payment of royalties by the M & G 
Productions, Inc., which presented the 
play at the Royale in February, 1928, 
was held this week before a board of 
the American Arbitration Association. 
Decision was reserved 

Jack Welsh represented M. & G. Pro- 
ductions at the arbitration and asserted 
the authors had signed an agreement 
waiving their royalty rights over the 
period in dispute. 

Besides the playwrights there is in- 
volved a considerable sum of money from 
stock presentations of the play which 
would ordinarily go to the manager, but 
which have been he'd in escrow by the 
Century Play Company pending the out- 
come of the arbitration.

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Equity Wins 


Tannen Case 


Decision in Four-Sided Claim 
Against “American” Bond 
Sets Precedent 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Equity’s right to 
retain and pay out balances on bonds 
deposited to cover casts’ salaries for any 
legitimate claims on a manager by a per- 
former was unanimously upheld this 
week by a board of the American Arbi- 
tration Association in the four-sided 
controvery which involved Julius Tan- 
nen, Americana, Inc.; Brooks Costume 
Company and Equity. 

The decision of the arbiters left Equity 
free to turn over to Tannen the $4,000 it 
had held for him from the New Ameri- 
cana bond when that show closed De- 
cember, 1928, after a two-week run, 
Tannen had a 10-week guarantee con- 
tract with Roger Wolfe Kahn, sponsor 
of the New Americana, upon which he 
had received but two weeks’ salary 

Joseph P. Bickerton had assigned the 
$4,000 bond balance to Brooks Costume 
Company in payment of the remaining 
sum due on the costumes. Bickerton 
claimed he was justified in doing this 
because the Equity contract provided 
that actors should not receive more than 
two weeks’ salary when a show closed, 
and Tannen had received that amount 

Bickerton disavowed at the arbitration 
the surety agreement between J. P. Mc- 
Evoy, who first produced the show, and 
Equity, which clearly states that Equity 
is entitled to use any surplus on a bond 


to pay off legitimate claims to actors 
When Roger Wolfe Kahn took over the 
production from McEvoy he did not 


change the name of the producing cor- 
poration, nor did he put up a new bond 
to replace the one McEvoy had posted at 
Equity. He merely added a few thou- 
sand dollars to the bond to cover the in- 
creased payroll, and continued Ameri- 
cana, Inc., as the producing corporation 
Bickerton maintained further that new 
contracts had been given all the per- 
formers and hence Kahn was not bound 
by McEvoy’s agreement with Equity. 

Mrs. Emily Holt, who appeared for 
Equity and Tannen, presented a two-fold 
argument She held that Equity was 
justified in retaining the $4,000 balance 
for Tannen either on the ground that a 
corporation’s entity continued regard- 
less of the change of stockholders, in 
which case Equity was fully within its 
rights, or Kahn was bound by the cus- 
tom af the theater, which in all in- 
stances is for the manager to sign the 
Equity agreement. The arbitrators sided 
with Mrs. Holt. The ruling thus leaves 
Kahn an additional debt of $4000 to pay 
to the Brooks Costume Company.

But the chorus sang with a surety 


and softness that extracted every note 
of arresting quality from the score. The 
work of Marrow gives the production a 
tone that makes it not only interesting. 
ut pleasing to listen to. 

The ballet is one of the finest demon- 


strations of furious madness this re- 
viewer has ever seen. Add to these 
attributes lighting effects that are 


artistically beautiful and it can safely 
be said that, in spite of the defects. this 
revival of Orpheus is indeed well donc.

has yet been done about it, the scheme in its present stage comsists of laying out 
a series of five-act shows, with the co-oyeration of bookers and the Production 


Department, and routing these intact in 
six houses in the local area. Should the 
errangement be found § satisfactory, 
bookers of out-of-town columns will be 
asked to extend the system in their 
hcuses The “uniform” show, as 
the booking office will call them, will 
probably make its debut here by the 
middle of the month. 

The houses chosen to be subjects of 
the constructive booking move have not 


first 


been decided upon, but it is definitely 
assured that they wi'l be the better 
vaudefilmers, and not those now de- 
pended upon to provide break-in and 
showing dates for acts the circuit seeks 
to develop into big-time timber. 

Houses like the Albee, 8lst Street, 
Coliseum, Flushing, Kenmore and Madi- 
fon are considered ideal for a trial of 
intact-show idea. It might be these 
hcuses and even several others that will 


be eventually choscn 

The Billboard has often pointed out in 
stories and editorially that the intact- 
show idea is the most constructive move 
that can be made in vaudeville at this 
time. The booking office, it is now ex- 
plained, hes been hesitant in carrying 
out the scheme in the East, due to its 
anxiety to keep 2 path open at all times 
for new and untried material. This is 
conceivable, since RKO’s biggest vaude- 
ville problems at this stage of the season 
are twofold: finding gcod acts with box- 
office value and good bookers. Both 
items are as scarce as acts that think 
they are being paid too much. 

Intact it is agreed, will make

Act Worked 14 Weeks, 
Alleges Alexandro 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—-The idea of pro- 
duaing an act, sending it out for some- 
thing like 14 weeks of RKO Time with- 
out getting a red penny out of it doesn't 
exactly appeal to Spiro Alexandro,; Rose- 
land Building vaude. entrepreneur. Con- 
sequently he has registered a squawk 
with the VMA against Bud Marcellus, in 
cast of the flash, Jnternational 
Rhythm, and partner in the act with 
Alexandro. 

Pat Casey is said to be waiting until 
Marcellus returns to town to arbitrate 
the case, and Alexandro, to make certain 
that he gets a break out of the mess, is 
having his attorney, Hyman Emerson, 
follow the case and take necessary ac- 
tion supplementary to that taken by the 
VMA board of arbitration. 

Alexandro’s story is that he financed 
the International Rhythm act, and sent 
it out for RKO showings under the per- 
sonal direction of Larry Puck of the 
Charles Morrison office. The middle of 
last July the act started on two weeks 
of local dates and later was sent out on 
the road, finally reaching after 14 weeks 
a salary level of $950. In order to pro- 
tect his investment in the act, Alexandra 
stated, he made Marcellus is equal 
partner and permitted him to assume its 
management. The financial arrangement 
between the pair was that approximately 
$500 should be divided between them 
. after the average expense of $450 was 
shelled out. 

Up until August 13, Alexandro alleges 
he received nothing. On that day, while 
on his way to the train to join the act, 
he was struck by an automobile and 
dangerously hurt. He was laid up in a 
hospital four weeks and no statements 
nor moneys were forthcoming during 
that period. When Alexandro recovered 
sufficiently to investigate the delay he 
had Emerson write to Marcellus for an 
accounting. A report finally arrived and 
this showed a loss of $100 a week instead 
of an implied profit. Marcellus’ mother, 
Mrs. Mima Watson, wrote a letter to 
A'exandro shortly later, stating therein 
that she had “bought” the act. 

A casual estimate of Marcellus’ in- 
debtedness to Alexandro, according to 
the latter, places the total at $2,300. 
When the VMA communicated with 
Marcellus, the version given by Alex- 
andro was fully explained. In his reply, 
mailed from Quebec, Marcellus charged 
that Alexandro had broken his contract 
by refusing to forward certain costume 
essentials for the act. Alexandro’s reply 
to this charge is that the paraphernalia 
referred to involved an expenditure of 
not more than $5 and besides was re- 
quested at the time that he was at the 
point of death from the accident in- 
juries Alexandro further stated that 
Marcellus was well aware of his pre- 
carious condition at the time the minor 
request was made, 

The whole mess hangs fire until Mar- 
cellus can be nailed here and brought 
to the scheduled VMA hearing on the 
case. It was explained to The Billboard 
that the projected action could not be 
interpreted as a criminal one since the

Earnings Are 
Over Million 
In RKO Quarter 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—An incomplete 
statement of earnings of Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum and its subsidiaries for the 
third quarter (ended September 30) 
shows a net profit of $1,141.532. This 
was released last Wednesday by Herman 
Zohbel, treasurer of the parent corpora- 
tion. 

The itemized statement reveals a 
profit from operations for the summer 
period of $1,141,192. The net figure is 
obtained from a deduction of $4,660 as 
“loss from other sources”. 

By adding the previously announced 
profit of $694,564 for the six months’ 
period ended June 30, and deducting the 
estimate of $198,196 for Federal Income 
Taxes, a net profit period for the nine 
months’ period is given as $1,637,899 

It had been predicted by RKO officials 
that the first semblance of appreciable 
profit would not be evident until the 
close of the nine months’ period. This 
month marks the anniversary of Radio's 
junction with the big-time organization.

Collins Is Reinstated; 
Brown Heeded His Pleas 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Johnny Collins, 
ousted three weeks ago from one of the 
key booking jobs on the RKO floor, re- 
turned to the booking department the 
latter part of last week, but in another 
capacity. Since it has been definitely 
decided (that is, as definite as anything 
can be in the RKO office in these hectic 
times) that William McCaffrey and Jack 
Dempsey should remain permanently on 
the divided books of the once-unified 
Collins Time, the reinstated booking of- 
fice executive is back in the oniginal 
pest he occupied on his return to the 
hig time some six months ago. Together 
with Arthur Blondell he is serving as 
an act, material and talent scout. 

According to the most authentic 
sources available it is not the intention 
of the RKO office to'‘eventually assign 
Collins to a book. One cannot foretell 
what may happen in the future, with 
possibilities always arising of shifts 
necessary in existing booking jobs. For 
every present purpose, however. Collins 
will remain as a scout. working in co- 
operation with both the booking and 
production departments, 

The circumstances of Collins’ unlooked 
for return to the sixth floor are less 
mysterious than those surrounding his 
leavetaking. That Collins was ever able 
to return at all is regarded in the better 
circles of the trade as a tribute to the 
humanness of the organization headed 


by Hiram S. Brown. It had been known 
since Collins had been suspended by 
George A. Godfrey and later expelled by 
Brown that he had been employing every 
possible means directly to get himself re- 
instated. 


At the time of his expulsion, it was 
well known around the RKO office that 
Rrown had stated in no uncertain terms 
of Collins that he would never be per- 
mitted to return to the booking floor. 
Brown has since reconsidered the matter, 
having been prompted mostly, according 
to an authentic source, by Collins’ in- 
sistent pleading for another chance 


As if to prove in the most con- 
spicuous manner possible that big busi- 
ness human, that it has a heart, 
Brown went back on his first strong 
statement, which was given wide circu- 
lation, and after consulting with God- 
frev decided to take Collins back and 
let him begin all over again 


is 


Collins’ return was a big surprise to 
agents and bookers, and his first day 
or the floor (Thursday) found him 
hindered in organizing his new line of 
work by the greetings of his colleagues. 
When Collins left the old K-A office 
formerly he a sented himself for two 
years and for a spell conducted an ar- 
tistes’ representative office under a 
franchise granted by J. H, Lubin for the 
Loew outfit, 


and indirectly, from acts and agents, that 
it is was getting to be well-nigh impossi- 
ble to do any fair salary bargaining with 
the RKO and Fox booking offices. It 
wes further explained that when an act 
started p'aying for RKO at a certain 
salary, and found itself dissatisfied with 
the figure, it could not satisfaction 
frcm bargaining with Fox, because the 
latter office generally refused to budge 
above the big-time figure. 

Consequently the harassed acts in 
their desperation thought that they per- 
ceived from their biased standing that 
Fox and RKO were working hand in 
hand, and were carrying on a Neat little 
game of salary fixing. And to further 
comfort themselves in the predicament 
of not being in a position to get the 
money they demanded, certain of the 
“name” acts involved charged somewhat 
clandestinely that they were victims of 
a conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
what else have you? 

The charges appeared pretty serious on 
their face, and this department of The 
Billboard investigated. The probe carried 
the investigators into long lists of acts 
that have played this season for Fox and 
RKO. The lists and estimated salaries 
brought little light to the problem. On 
the basis of these the charges were un- 
founded. In comparing the salary esti- 
mates of acts that played for RKO at 
the Riverside, however, and their re- 
ported salaries for Fox, some basis was 
found fcr the complaints 

The investigation proceeded further, 
and thru an altogether unexpected source, 
which cannot here be revealed, the key to 
the intriguingand rather troublesome 
situation was found. The arrows pointed 
to the Riverside and its singular status as 
the only house in New York in which 
Fox shares an intcrest with RKO. It was 
breught out, altho as yet not fully veri- 
fied, that Jack Loeb, Fox’s chief vaude- 
ville booker, has available to him thru 
his circuit's ownership of the Riverside 
property the statements of the big- 
time house. 

Armed with this weekly ivfo., to which 
he is fully entitled, acccrding to report, 
Loeb has been able to keep his finger on 
the RKO salary pulse. This information 
is made the more valuable because the 
Riverside, since it is the Palace’s only 
policy duplicate in the East, eventually 
plays RKO’s best and biggest attractions. 
This is meat for Loeb, because in his 
string of Fox senior houses the attrac- 
ticns played are easily on a par with 
RKO's best. 

There is nothing that RKO can 
about Loeb’s access to the Riverside 
statements, and it is doubtful whether 
the big time is inclined to do anything 
about it. It's just one of those breaks 
that come in the course of a circuit's 
booking business. Despite the complaints 
of acts, it has not yet been prdéven 
that Loeb is doing any harm with his 
knowledge cf RKO’s salaries thru 
Riverside leak. It cannot be denied that 
George A. Godfrey and Loeb are friendly 
and it is agreed that they have a perfect 
right to be. There has been a friendl 
exchange of attractions when either of 
the circuits is hard put. This, of course 
applies even more intensely to the rela-

tions between Loeb and J. H. Lubin, of 
the Loew office. In the latter cennection 
this is not surprising, because of Fox's 
financial domination of the Loew Cir- 
cuit. 

Be the Fox-RKO situation as it is, with 
no serious harm done by either side thru 
their unprecedented comradeship, ar- 
tistes bewail the passing of ‘he day: 


when opposition was real and Dargaining 
was sharp for attractions. On the other 
hand, Godfrey states—and he is well 
backed up by official figures to prove his 
assertion—that big acts have never before 
keen paid the enormous prices that they 
now command. It might be, the philoso- 
phers of the trade add, that the “names” 
cf this era have had their heads turned 
by fabulous prices paid former small- 
timers whose talents fit in nicely with 
the demands of the talkies.

Mundy and Sparling 


Reviewed at Keith’s Royal, Bronz. 
Style—Comedy and singing. Setting— 
In one. Time—Seventeen minutes. 


Jack Mundy and Jack Sparling are 
heading a three-people affair that is 
larcely given over to comedy, with a 
sprinkling of warbling. The standard 
bearers are old hands in vaude. Mundy 
was formerly in a C. B. Maddock act and 
Sparling was once teamed with Al 
Friend. Their act is not along modern 
lines, but the laughs pour in steadily 
anyway. Mundy has the comedy assign- 
ment. making much of it thru an 
amusing way of talking and loads oi 
good mugging. The straight role is 
capably handled by Sparling, who also 
solos with neat warbling. An unbilled 
girl does well in her lesser assignment 

Bulk of the comedy is brought out 
during the trio’s rehearsal of a skit for 
the talkies. Sparling and the girl do 
their parts earnestly, but Mundy makes 
every line a laughable one thru speak- 
ing his lines at the wrong time. He is 
the type of comedian that gets laughs 
easily. His appearance is good for laughs, 
and his deep bass voice, mugging and 
antics work further to tickle the risi- 
bilities Sparling makes a handsome 
appearance, straights nicely and shows 
good ‘pipes in his several warbles. They 
reaped a steady flow of laughs here and 
a good-sized sendoff. Neat fare for the 
intermediates. H. 


Levan and Bolles 


Reviewed at Loew’s Lincoln Square. 
Style—Comedy and singing. Setting—In 
one. Time—Fourteen minutes. 

Typical burlesque comedy stamps 
Harry Levan as a funmaker from that 
field, with his rapid-fire gags and wise- 
cracks toned down to fill the require- 
ments of vaudefilm houses. He is as- 
sisted by a rotund belle, Letty Bolles, 
whose monotoned feed lines are excel- 
lent tinder for Levan’s combustible 
retorts. Neither of the duo lets loose on 
piano playing or warbling, tho the indi- 
cations are that they could handle both 
easily. Reliance is placed upon Levan’s 
versatile nonsensicalities and dead pan 
mugging, with a thick layer of spicy 
chatter to put the act over, which they 
succeed in doing nicely. 

Levan is rigged out in a conglomerate 
outfit of linen knickers with a cutaway 
coat and top hat, while his partner 
orks in a becoming red velvet gown. 

e ivory-tickling fare by Levan con- 
sists mainly of spasmodic phrases inter- 
spersed with intimate chatter with a 
few members of the audience. They 
warble two numbers during the routine, 
the titles of which were inaudible and 
evidently unimportant. for they stressed 
the comedy value more than clear dic- 
tion and to big returns. Levan wears a 
brilliant red wig, a la Jiggs, which helps 
on the panto. One suggestive bit about 
wrestling should be eliminated and do- 
ing so would not impair the act. They 
offer a piano and song number for a 
windup called Marcelle, which proved 
appropriate. If cleaned up on off-color 
gags and business the act should go 
wel] in the intermediates. C. G. B.

Joe Burkhart and Marion Draper, fea- 
tured duo. take care of the comedy por- 
tion of the routine and do it capably. 
Routining could be strengthened by 
better spotting of the specialties, and the 
27-minute running time could take a 
healthy cut 

Light story concerns the pirates kid- 
naping the girls, who, in turn, capture 
the ship from them. The comedy 15 
brought in by the two features por- 
traying man-hating and woman-hating 
roles. Miss Draper does amusing love- 
making to Burkhart, whose reactions 
bring in one long laugh. They are a 
clever couple. Ensemble numbers are 
nicely handled. Two girls stand out 
among the specialty people with toe 
dancing, doing a toe waltz and tap on 
toes. The dancing of the act holds up 
nicely, but the singing misses fire. 
Closed the six-act show here to good 
applause.

Norton and Clark 


Reviewed at Loew’s Lincoln Square. 
Style—Singing, comedy and dancing. 
Settings—Ir two and three (specials). 
Time—-Fourteen minutes 


Poor material encumbered with im- 
proper gag-line emphasis, is a stumbling 
block for most any mixed comedy team. 
Frank Norton and Dorothy Clark are no 
exception and tho both are clever per- 
formers, they are handicapped by un- 
worthy material. Norton shows promise 
as an eccentric comedian and displays a 
mean brand of pedalistics in imitations 
of prominent Broadway steppers Miss 
Clark, tho shapely and attractive, falls 
short on straight feeding for her part- 
ner’s original buffooneries Act carries 
special draw curtain settings with at- 
mospheric background drops in “three”. 

Interspersed thruout is an inept quality 
of chatter, with a few gags which man- 
aged to pull good laughs. There are two 
vocal numbers: the first, a solo by Nor- 
ton, The Womer Won’t Leave Me Alone, 
and rendered with a creditable Eddie 
Cantor style, followed by a comedy duet 
number, We All Fall. hoked with a wed- 
ding theme to fair results. The punch 
of the act is saved for the finish, in 
which Norton achieved heavy applause 
with his imitations of dancing stars, in- 
cluding Pat Rooney, Eddie Leonard and 
George M. Cohan. With better material 
and a strong feed partner, this boy Nor- 
ton would rate high as an eccentric 


comedian. The act needs improvement 
before it can command healthy book- 
ings.

The personable and rather clever 
Eddie Pardo breaks into the ace house 
ranks with a three-people act that is 
and isn’t. Blame the spotty routine and 
throw another brickbat at the blue 
material in what easily might have been 


a wow bit with one of the girls in his 
support. This girl, who takes the part 
of a Quakeress selling birth-control 
literature, is unbilled. The second miss 
is Thelma White, she of the now stand- 
ard White Sisters, who made their debut 
here in 1923. 

Pardo does a comedy arrangement of 
blues abominations for the opening. A 
great number for the purpose, and 
Eddie’s got its delivery down to a 
science. Brings Thelma on at the finish. 
They do some chatter. which is not 
evenly funny, and Thelma remains for a 
cute display of warbling and pedalistics 
on the topic of I’m in Love. Pardo’s 
street meeting with the birth-control 
mag. hawker has the ensuing spot. The 
girl does a corking character, but it’s a 
shame to waste it on such outright dirt 
as is dished out by the pair during their 
crossfire. Sometimes we get a good 
laugh out of RKO’s Department of 
Review (censor), but here’s one time 
we feel that it is more necessary than 
knobs on doors. A corking finish bit by 
Pardo and Miss Thelma has Eddie work- 


ing up his pipes to good effect in I 
Can’t Get Her Off My Mind. A show-

stop here in the fourth spot. 


Billy Fields and Company 


Reviewed at Loew’s Lincoln Square. 
Style—Comedy, singing and dancing. 
Setting—In one and full stage (special). 
Time—Sizteen minutes. 

Billy Fields, who heads this mirth- 
packed offering, A Night in Greenwich 
Village, sponsored by Sam _ Baerwitz, 
clicked solidly here on the laugh and 
applause register with slap-stick witti- 
cisms and mugged hokum. He has 
taken over the lead reins of this piece, 
formerly handled by George Broadhurst 
and which plaved under the subbilling 
The Pirates’ Den for several seasons. 
Material and delivery style is vaguely 
reminiscent of drunk impersonations by 


James Barton and Jack Conway, but 
Fields has sufficient originality to rest 
on his own laurels Two men and a 


girl act as straight feeds for low-comedy 
chatter and a literal bombardment of 
funmaking. Act is made up of an in- 
troductory prolog in “one”, followed by 
a farce session in “full”, and achieved 
a decisive show-stop in trey spot here. 

An amusement-seeking couple open by 
hailing a taxi with the word “yellow”, 
which a passing drunk takes offense to 
and follows them into Greenwich Vil- 
lage to the Pirates’ Den Billy Fields 
the drunk, pulled heavy on the laughs 
with his exaggerated hokum. An inten- 
sive crossfire of gags, wisecracks and 
nonsense between the couple, a waiter 
and the drunk gives Fields the major 
share of comedy honors. He breaks out 
with a Servicelike recitation and, stall- 
ing on garbled words for laughs, offers a 
shuffle dance and taps to good results. 
Hello, Sunshine, Hello, warbled by the 
girl, affords an opportunity for Fields to 


carry on knife-drumming rat-a-tat on 
the tables dishes. He encored on de- 
mand at this show. Sultable fare for 


the intermediates. G. B. 


Four Diamonds 
Hughie-Phoebe-Tom-Harold 


Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Sing- 
ing, dancing and comedy. Setting—In 
three (special). Time—Sizteen minutes. 


These are not the original Four Dia- 
monds, but what's a diamond more or 
less? Three sparkle just as brightly here, 
and in an act that’s easily three-quarters 
new, as four did before. Which is by 
way of conveying the info that Phoebe 
is here in name but not in person. An- 
other girl, a slighter and livelier one. is 
in her place The departed Phoebe 
need not fear in retirement that they're 
not doing right by her monicker. 

The hoofing brothers are peppier and 
cleverer than we have yet seen them 
Hughie is appealing enough as the 
standard bearer and hard-working acro- 
batic pedalist. Tom and Harold have 
discarded one of the strongest eccentric 
dancing bits in the vaudeville history 
of the last five years, their song- 
intersticed Collegiate Affair. But they've 
not lost out, since in its place has been 
spotted an equally funny sailor session, 
also framed in a song motif, She Lives 
Near the Navy Yard. There are few 
boy dancing teams today with a greater 
gift for rhythmic comedy and with more 
grace than these youngsters If the 
production folk have been sleeping until 
now something might have caused them 
to wake up during this Palace week 
One hardly turns down a gem—and 
gems these are without a pun allusion— 
when it waits at one’s doorstep. 

The three Diamond boys are a deli- 
cious sight beating out taps in ensemble, 
and in the finish, joined by the new 
miss, they do a corking interpretation 
of the new Low Down. The girl does 
an acrobatic solo by her lonesome, ap- 
pearing also in the opening and finale 
At this show the Diamonds were the 
biggest smash in the first half and they 
came on in the sixth frame. It was a 
show-stop about which there could be 
no argument. RKO should hold on to 
them this time. E. E. 8. 


Joe Fejer’s Society Gambols 
Featuring Coletta Ryan. Olive Sibley 
and Larry Vale and Wally Stewart. 
Including Rose Marie Sinnott, 
Gloria Lee and Joe Fejer's 
International Orchestra 
Lyrics, Music and Arrangements by 
Duke Yellman

revue Setting—Full stage (special). 
Time—Twenty-eight minutes. 

Joe Fejer’s season started early in 
June and The Billboard caught him 
then in an act that has since been 
changed almost entirely with the im- 
plied exception of the nine-piece string- 
heavy orchestra as melodic background. 
The previous act, which had served as 
the cause of a “principle” battle between 
Lyons & Lyons and a certain Loew 
booker, was considerably more than a 
tolerable band flash. This edition has 
fewer specialty people, but is withal a 
classier affair. 

Fejer’s baton and catgut work here, 
as well as that of his nine talented 
musicians, is concentrated with one ex- 
ception on accompaniment, and fine ac- 
companiment it is. The exception is the 
artistically conceived opening, which 
has the boys playing an original ar- 
rangement of the Blue Danube Waltz. 
Fejer does an obbligato here with such 
feeling, technic and ogle showmanship 
that one wonders why there isn't more 
of it further down in the routine. 

The specialty corps is headed by a 
brace of rangy and graceful warbling 
misses, Coletta Ryan and Olive Sibley. 
Blondish Miss Ryan, a lyric soprano, 
sticks to pop. stuff, and the brunet of 
the ideally matched combo. gets a slower 
paced assignment with her dramatic 
soprano delivery. Near the finale they 
do a number together and suggest what 
a corking two-act they would make. In 
thetr work here they are class personi- 
fled. 

The Vale and Stewart team are hoof- 
ers and good ones. The clean-appearing 
youngsters do several interesting pedal 
routines, earning an encore on _ their 
first showing and working later with one 
of the stepping misses, of whom there 
are two, Rose Marie Sinnott and Gloria 
Lee These girlies, on their own, do 
acrobatic and waltz bits Both met 
with warm response 

Fejer can get results with this any- 
where, the swankier the house the 
better As good for picture houses as 
for vaudefilmers. If they gave us band 
flashes like this all the time there'd be 
no general barrier against them on the 
big time.

Over the stage without varying the pro- 
cedure as heretofore with xylophonistic 
digressions. 

When Powell was the standard beare: 
of the Jack Powell Sextet and later as 
a single in vaude. his work was highly 
appreciated and records show that he got 
the breaks from all the majors. But 
now Powell brings an additional prestige 
to his vaude. value. Coming out of 
Jchn Murray Anderson’s Almanac, where 
he was built up skillfully in his bizarre 
work, he returns to vaude. with a clever 
conglomeration of culinary props and 
scenery, all of it identical to that used 
in the Anderson show 

The act gets a nice start with Jack 
dozing off on a cot in the kitchen set, 
being awakened by a butler and thereby 
cuing him in his delightful tympanistics. 
A phonograph record plays Singing in 
the Rain as Jack starts his rhythmic 
beats with a knife and lithely jumps 
about on the realistic gas range prop. 
The butler assistant brings in Jack's 
traps and thereafter the routine returns 
te his old style of presentation. Starting 
the beut on the drum, Jack carries it 
along the foots and apron up to the 
proscenium and uncannily sustains the 
rhythm as he takes himself thru clever 
bits of pantomime. He winds up by 
beating the sticks on the kitchen chair, 


finishing up “in one” and drawing a 
carload of beats out of the piece of 
furniture. They liked him here im- 


If he tried the least bit harder 
he might have climbed up to a show 
stop. Be this as it is, Jack proves dur- 
ing his engrossing and highly novel rou- 
tine that he has not turned a deaf ear 
to showmanship while building himself 
up as vaudeville’s most illustrious tym- 
panist. What a boon he would be to 
picture houses! E. S.

As early as 1924, the team of Marie 
Doy'e and Rese Elaine were caught by 
The Billboard in a singing and dancing 
act, with Dixie atmosphere, and since 
then have charged material and routine 
considerably. The girls work in high 
yaller makeup, are outfitted in green and 
pink taffeta short dresses, and speak with 
pronounced darky dialect. Attractive 
drop background represents a cotton 
field and cotton-gin mill, with bales 
of packed product at the side. 

Open with a Dixie theme and follcw 
with an intricate tap-dancing duo. They 
impressed with an innovation number, 
using kazoo trombone and sax. props, 
and playing a medley of pop. tunes with 
hick interpolations. A session of gags 
and hot-cha stuff follows, with the girls 
giving each cther the high-brown razz. 
A piano is screened back of a cotton 
bale, painted on the backdrop, which 
both use for a combo of tap dancing and 
ivory tickling for a good hand. Their 
finish Number is announced as a cotton 
serenade, and consists of a cane and 
strut tap routine. It was vcciferously 
applauded. They make an attractive ap- 
pearance, have likable personalities, and 
their pep does not lag for an instant. 
Good act for the family-time houses.

Another very good bill, and the pres- 
ence of Mitzi, musical comedy star, and 
the Weaver Brothers and “Elviry” 
brought out the best Saturday afternoon 
house in many months. 

The first genuine novelty act seen here 
this year opened the bill. It is Willie 
Mauss, who rides a bicycle inside a giant 
revolving wheel. Pedaling slowly at first 
while the wheel revclves with increasing 
speed in the opposite direction, Mauss 
finally allows himself to be carried back- 
ward up the rim of the wheel, then 
races in the opposite direction, repeat- 
ing the performance until finally he goes 
“over the top” and round and round the 
rim at terrific speed. A spectacular act 
that went over to a tremendcus hand. 

Cora Green, mulatto blues singer, re- 
ceived only a fair hand for her vocal 
efforts. 

In the trey spot Swoboda and Yurieva, 
former Gancers with the Chicago Civic 
Opera Cumpany. offered a colorful clas- 
sical dance revue that was well received. 


Ray and Harrison, standard ccmedy 
team, sturted rather weakly, but when 
they went into their burlesque ballet 


that gives the act its title, A Pain in the 
Ballet, they took the house by storm. 

Mitzi, on next to intermission, was 
civen a reception on her appearance and 
in a bright little operetta, Mariska, was 
charming in both her comedy and sing- 
ing, tho the finale of the act is a bit 
disappointing. Over toa big hand. 

Beehee and Rubyette Ccmpany, an 
Arab troupe, kept the audience gasping 
at their feats of pyramid building, hand 
balancing and tumbling, and easily made 
grace 

The balance of the bill was given over 
to the Weaver Brothers and “Elviry” and 
Home Folks, some more of the Weaver 
entourage. As usual, they cleaned up. 
The boys have considerable new material, 
as well as a couple more cf the folks 
from down home, but they still put their 
tuff across with a naturalness that is 
unmatched by any other rural act. A 
sure-fire show stopper.

From the season's worst bill to one of the best That's what this change-day 
did for the Palace. George Godfrey and Arthur Willi wouldn’t have laid out a 
strcnger show if given a month’s time with nothing else on their hands. Go to 
the Palace this week and drcwn your ideas of a decadent vaudeville in a feast of 
Sight, beauty and belly laughs. 

FRED KEATING is held over as magician of ceremonies He grows on 
one, and, besides, the spirit of this gem of a show is more conducive toward ap- 
preciating his perscnab’e chatter and illusions 

HARRY BENTELL and Helen Gould, in their lively array of xylophone work 
and stepping, rang up a deafening reception that dragged itself into a show- 
stop. Personciity is not listed a:nongst their props, but of this they have plenty, 
and no mean hands are they at the fast-stepping business 

WHITEY AND ED FORD, the familar team of short-haired canine and show- 
manly master, did their well-kncwn routine in the deuce spot. Whitey’s non- 
chalantly paced routine brousht highly favoravle laugh and applause response. 
The hotel insert bit is still the reliarle closer cf the last several seasons. This Is 
the real spot for a good novelty act, and Ford and his quadruped pérformer are 
several decrees better than good. 

MAURICE COLLEANO and his agile, graceful and highly skilled family of 
hocfers and acrobats could not have asked better than this frame for display of 
their novel routine. The pleasing flash opening leads into Maurice’s display of 
uncanny acrobatics, and finally resolves into a corking teeter board and Risley 
fete. Preceding Maurice's breath-taking doub'e somersault from floor to flocr, a 
delicious announcement is made by a mere baby, the son of Bonar Colleano, one 
of the brothers in the family act. An unforced shcw stop. 

CARMEL MYERS was a positive delight in her warbling repertoire. This 
screen satellite might have surprised eveh her closest boosters, since her pipes 
register even better on the stage than in talkies. The girl has a sob in her voice, 
and the kind cf a sOb that landed Jolson, Jessel et al. on easy street. Whatever 
they’re paying her for this vaudeville jaunt is not enough. Of charming mien, 
ingratiating personality and with a gift for wearing clothes, Miss Myers shou'd 
be one of this season’s vaudeville sensations. Discrimination used in her choice 
of warble material, too. Most of the numbers are from theme-song catalcgs. She 
had to beg off 

SOL GOULD wowed them, as he should have done seasons ago, in a new 
version of his Dutch dialectics. We liked his In Spain act, which he used on 
family-time dates, even better, but this Ramona affair is scmething they'll eat 
up in any of the better houses. Sol has strong supporting company, consisting 
of Helen K. Booth, his rangy brother, Al Gould, and little Georgie Shafer, who 
helped pump tears for George Jessel in The Jazz Singer. In the early part of the 
routine Al and George are plain stodges, but George breaks out in the finish with 
high-pitched melody that got a big rise out of the comparatively small matinee 
crowd. Watch gargling Sol rise. 

LEDOVA is billed as “The Brilliant Danseuse’’, and here’s one time a billing 
line looks about as conservative as The Christian Science Monitor. The poetess 
of motion brings here cne of the most brilliantly conceived dancing and singing 
acts booked here in*seasons. If we didn't retain a bri‘liant recollection of Lights 
and Shadows we might have been tempted to say that this act tops them all 
With a partner that matches up to her talents in every respect, Ledova does 
several original numbers with rarely equaled grace. The Vivanos are a class- 
packed, two-piano couple, and raising the act to the dizzy heights on which it 
will Jong remain are the Eight Harlem Jubilee Singers, who do spirituals with 
something of the artistry involved in Mamoulian’s staging of Porgy. The rare 
thing occurred of forcing a dancer to a curtain speech following a clean-cut 
show stop 

HELEN KANE, back frcm an elevating experience of talkie acting, was given 
a rousing ovation and snapped into a brand-new edition of baby-voiced warbling 
in the post-intermission spot. Again the queen of boopety-oopers proves that 
her discovery at the Paramount was not one of those lucky breaks the layoffs talk 
about. She delivered the goods with a smacko and stopped, not once, but twice, 
finding it difficult to say a final good-by. Joe Keden is at the ivories, He’s 
famous, too. One number of Miss Kane's, I Have Two, Have You, has lyrics that 
should be scrubbed with a strong solution of something. Ctherwise everything 
is 0. k. 

AL TRAHAN, of “curtain-speech” fame, did well by the booking boys who 
entrusted him with the tovgh next-to-closing spot. Al is here with the third 
change in lady assists since he started making regular Palace appearances.

Small Exhibitors Find Something To Worry About—Lasky 
Sees Larger Screen as Sure Thing—Believes Jazz 


Age Is Ended 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—That the enlarged screen and color, the two chief fea- 
tures of the motion picture of the future, will take on a wider significance within 
the next few months than has been realized by even those closest to the industry, 


is now accepted by producers as an acknowledged fact. 


Just how long it will be 


before the large screen and color become nationwide is only a matter of a few 


months, according to those in the know. 
With all of the leading motion picture 
companies working on new inventions 
towards an enlarged screen, and perfect- 
ing systems that have already reached 
the public, the small exhibitor has other 
worries to contend with. 

Hardly has sound apparatus been in- 
stalled in theaters at a cost that worked 
a hardship on the owners, when this new 
proposition of a new screen, which must 
necessarily Mean New projectors and 
other operating requisites, comes along. 

At the same time the advancement of 
the large screen and perfection of color 
process has given the legitimate pro- 
ducer something more to add to his 
concern regarding the motion picture. 
The small screen, the dull black and 
white of its photography, have long been 
the “fly in the motion picture industry's 
ointment”. The fact that the advance- 
ment in these directions will tend to 
draw more trade from the legitimate 
theater to the cinema house is not much 
of a panacea for the hurt pocketbook 
of the small exhibitor who has just gone 
his limit on sound installation. How- 
ever, the time is not far distant for 
these advancements to take definite 
shape in the theater and the small ex- 
hibitor ts wise if he prepares for the 
approaching emergency. When dialog 
first became a part of the screen it was 
considered a novelty by many. It has 
now practically eliminated the silent 
production. Within less than a year it 
has made such strides that the enlarged 
screen and more advanced color photog- 
raphy are only matters of course. 

Jesse L. Lasky in a statement this 
week said that colors will crowd black 
and white films off the screen, and that 
double-width films on a screen that take 
in the entire width and height of the 
proscenium arch is the entertainment 
outlook of the near future. 

“The production and presentation of 
musical plays on the ,screen cry for 
coler,” said Mr. Lasky. “Color has a 
genutne dramatic value and the use of 
it dramatically is the first principal of 
showmanship.” 

Color, he pointed out, ties in with the 
enlarged scveen. Mr. Lasky also believes 
the jazz age is ended and points to the 
fact that the public leans more def- 
initely to the sedate syncopation than to 
the wild, weird shrieks of clarinets and 
saxophones. 


Hollywood Expects 
One-Reelers To Merge 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 2.—With the early 
arrival here from Boston of Charles J. 
Roche, another film merger is expected. 

According to reports, Roche plans to 
remain for about a month, during which 
time he will formulate plans for the 
merger, which will combine about six 
of the one-reel companies under one 
head. It is stated that a score or more 
leaders in the picture game are inter- 
ested in the proposed project and await 
the arrival of Roche, who, it is under- 
stood, is a real estate operator.

Paramount Sticks to 


65 mm. for Wide Film 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—That Paramount 
will make no changes from the decision 
to use 65-mm. film was learned from an 
authoritative source today. Paramount 
has had a staff of experts employed for 
several months on the wide film situa- 
tion. After an exhaustive study of treat- 
ment and handling of wide film, it is 
stated that the 65-mm. film offers more 
advantages. While the Paramount film 
will be five mm. narrower than that used 
by Fox, the picture will be the same size 
as that of the Fox Grandeur film. It is 
estimated that the five extra mm. is 
surplus film that is not necessary for 
good projection 

Paramount's stand on the wide film is 
not an arbitrary one, as tests have con- 
clusively proved thru experiments by 
Paramount that it is impossible to pro- 
ject film of greater width than the 65- 
mm. film successfully. Because of the 
greater area of unsupported film that 
passes thru the projector, film of a 
width greater than the 65 mm. shows 
a decided tendency to buckle and break, 
endangering the equipment by fire. 

With Fox using a 70-mm. film, Para- 
mount a 65-mm. and RCA planning to 
make the Spoor film with a 63-mm. width, 
and none of the companies seemingly 
able to get together on a standard size, 
the Hays organization is expected to 
take steps to bring the producers to- 
gether in an attempt to make the film 


width standard, tho, from the attitude 
of the various companies, such a con- 
ference is held nigh impossible by those 
in authority. 

Besides the film sizes the companies 
are expecting trouble on the perfora- 
tiom of the different films. Fox uses a 
round sprocket hole, while Paramount 
sticks to the standard method used on 
the 35-mm. film. 


It was also learned from an authorita- 
tive source that it will be impossible 
to shoot a preduction with one camera 
and enlarge or decrease the shots for 
the different size films. While the 
standard camera can only get a 30- 
degree angle of view, the wide-film 
camera can successfully shoot with a 
60-degree angle that eliminates one of 
the three cameras, and in some cases 
two of the three cameras, that have here- 
tofore been used with the narrower- 
width film. 


It is possible for the wide film to be 
reduced to the 35-mm. size, but tests 
made to date prove the process a dif- 
ficult and unsatisfactory one. This is 
on account of the fact that the ac- 
tion of the wide film is speeded to 
the point where the intermediates and 
closeups used in the narrow film are 
practically eliminated. These features 
have proved essential in the past to the 
narrow film. 
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New System 
Aids Cutting 


Victor Schertzinger Intro- 
duces Method in “The 
Laughing Lady” 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Since the ad- 
vent of sound, a new vocabulary has be- 
come current around motion picture 
Studios. Victor Schertzinger, in intro- 
ducing a definite cutting system for dia- 
log films, has added another phrase in 
“cutting leeway”. Schertzinger found the 
new method of cutting, which is proving 
an aid to the cutting room, in the pro- 
duction of The Laughing Lady, which 
has just been completed under his di- 
rection. 

With the coming of sound to the 
screen, the problems confronting the film 
cutter were multiplied many fold. It has 
proved impossible to cut sound track at 
will. Words cannot be deleted on ac- 
count of bearing on the story, and sen- 
tences must necessarily be completed. 

Schertzinger’s method, it is believed, 
has created a system whereby footage 
can be reduced without damage to either 
scene or story continuity. The new 
method consists of two steps—special 
care in the writing of dialog and multiple 
camera angles of every scene in the pic- 
ture. 

In the preparation of dialog of the 
Schertzinger production, every line of 
importance to the story and every pos- 
sible laugh, or anticipated laugh, was 
followed by a line or two or relevant but 
less important dialog—dialog that was 
unimportant to story or character de- 
velopment if a preceding laugh ran into it 

In filming the story, the director used 
at least three cameras, shooting from dif- 
ferent angles. 

In editing the picture it was found a 
comparatively simple matter to cut en- 
tire lines of dialog by jumping from one 
angle of a scene to another angle of the 
same scene by direct cutting, and at the 
same time avoiding pictorial jerkiness. 

Schertzinger's idea of unimportant 
speech, following a laugh, has also proved 
of vast importance. There have been 
numerous talking productions, in which 
dialog necessary to the story came so 
quickly cn a laugh that it was entirely 
lost. This unimportant dialog also serves 
a double purpose, for in instances where 
a laugh was anticipated and was not 
forthcoming at a preview, the unneces- 
sary talk was cut, leaving the dialog and 
action more rapid. 


Fox Controls Wisconsin 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 2.—wWilliam Fox 
has bagged practically all the theaters 
ir, the State of Wisconsin.

“The Trespasser” 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 
At the Rivoli Theater 
Here is a picture for the motion pic- 
ture devotees, for the Gloria Swanson 
fans and for the exhibitors. It reveals 
a new Gloria Swanson, a more glamorous 


Gloria, &@ more beautiful woman. a more 
finished actress and a story that spells 
box office. It is a revelation in its star’s 


capabilities, her ability to deliver lines 
and rendition of a song. The ofttime 
called “clotheshorse” of the silent 
screen becomes a thorobred of the dialog 
film and sets a pace that will keep her 
latest production a favorite on any 
track. 

The addition of voice added to her 
ability as a silent star seems to have 
brought the lacking quality to the 
Swanson histrionics. It has been a dif- 
ficult matter for stars of the silent 
screen to co-ordinate action with words. 
They seemed to be feeling always for the 
“business” that should be simultaneous 
with a certain speech. La Swanson finds 
no such difficulties with dialog. She 
handles her Mnes like an experienced 
trouper of the legitimate stage. This 
ability, coupled with her screen experi- 
ence, makes her one of the screen's best 
bets today. 

The Trespasser was written and di- 
rected by Edmund Goulding, that versa- 
tile chap who knows his films and 
proves by this one that he is thoroly 
conversant with the possibilities of dra- 
matic dialog 
eat the picture up. It has human in- 
terest, heart interest and a sympathetic 
ippeal. It has numerous elements that 
have popularized such old favorites as 
famille and Fast Lynne for years, only 
t has brought these elements up to date. 
In addition it gives the star an oppor- 
tunity to display a series of stunning 
gowns, one more brilliant than the other. 

At the start we find Gloria the secre- 
tary of an influential lawyer. She 
secretly marries the son of a wealthy 
and blue-blooded family. The father 
separates them the morning after their 
marriage by a rather dangerous intrigue.

Johnny Mack Brown, with his natural 
Southern drawl, has the role of the boy 
and gives a very creditable performance. 
Sally O'Neil comes thru nicely in the 
role of the girl. Three old favorites 
appear in the comedy characters. They 
are Joseph Cawthorn, Albert Conti and 
Clyde Cook. Cawthorn and Conti both 
are admirably cast as the squabbling 
publishing partners, with Cawthorn’s 
delightful stage mannerisms registering 
as nicely on the screen as they did 
behind the footlights. Clyde Cook is a 
genuine hit in the role of the night 
watchman. 

All in all, Jazz Heaven is interesting.

“Sea Fever” 
(SSTH ST. PLAYHOUSE RELEASE) 
At the 55th St. Playhouse 

Out of French studios of Neofilms has 
come a finely treated cinematic study, buc 
one which is wholly undramatic in’ its 
treatment. The picture hardly reaches 
the heights in screen art, its lengthy 
preface would have us believe, and while 
it weaves around the lives of its princi- 
pal characters an arresting atmosphere 
of lyric realism, intelligently free of the- 
atricality and sensationalism, its tempo 
moves at that static subtle pace, best 
told in novels of the “stream of con- 
sciousness method” rather than thru the 
medium of the camera. Unfortunately 
the difficult but commendable method 
Alberto Cavalcanti has used to relate 
this grim romance of the Marseilles 
docks is not of the stuff from which 
visual drama, much less popular enter- 
tainment, can come. And being stint in 
subtitle usage has only obscured the 
text instead of abetting the continuity. 

The small cast fits ideally into the 
story as catalogued types, the director 
having etched them clearly against the 
sordid sailor quarter of the e:ty and at 
times infusing them with a constrained 
charm against the silhouettes of the 
Mediterranean sea. But further than 
representing these types as faithful 
habitues of that locale, their actions re- 
main vague and inarticulate. 

This camera study of a boy, whose 
nostalgia for the sea never finds expres- 
sion other than in viewing the docks of 
the city, carries him thru a sly, restrained 
romance with a cheap waterfront waite 


ress, thru the purchasing of two ship 
tickets for both of them and finally has 
him back home with his mother, disap- 
pointed in not having the strength to go 
out to sea. Several other characters 
pass in and out, their presence in the 
film never really grasped. 

The camera gives occasionally beauti- 
ful shots of the sea horizon with sailing 
boats in the distance. %n the acting of 
the individuals and in the group com- 
positions, a rare intelligence has been 
exercised in having them appear natural 
and restrained. 

Catherine Hessling is impressive as the 
little slavey. Georges Charlia is the frus- 
trated boy and Nathalie Lissenko is ade- 
quate as the mother. 

Will have very little appeal for general 
theater patrons, but “art” audiences 
should appreciate its novel treatment 
if not as successful as its experiment 
warranted.

“Love, Live and Laugh” 
(FOX-MOVIETONE) 


At the Roxy 

George Jessel’s highly touted and ex- 
ploited debut for Fox makes anything 
but a favorable impression. The pic- 
ture has the popular stage and singing 
star badly miscast in the role of a 
happy-go-lucky Italian hurdy - gurdy 
man. One of those quasi-philosophica! 
dreamers who sings on the slightest 
provocation to bring cheer to hearts of 
men, Jesse] seems lost trying to give au 
emotional depth to a cut-glass version 
of the old tear-stained J! Pagliacci 
character. The story lacks a definitely 
Sustained continuity and covers its al- 
lotted footage by the flimsiest and most 
maudlin sentimental twists. 

One sequence is a smooth piece of 
comedy work, and does more to establish 
the star’s forte than do all the other 
realms of weak drama trying to prove 
his worth as a dramatic actor. This bit 
has our Italian hero singing softly to u 
sleepy child while casually breaking into 
his song with cooing utterances for the 
stunning Lila Lee. This girl has devel- 
oped into a lovely and adept talkie ac- 
tress. She enacts the part of Luigi's 
sweetheart, who is torn asunder from 
him by the intervening last unpleasant- 
ries and in turn marries a prosperous 
doctor after believing him dead. Luigi, 
blinded in the war, returns to America 
with his devoted pal, Pasquale. The 
latter gets the girl’s husband to restore 
Luigi’s sight. Luigi goes to thank the 
doctor and finds his long-lost love, now 
a wife and mother. He leaves gracious- 
ly, content to know that the girl he 
has once loved is happy. 

The sequence where Luigi and Pas- 
quale are stationed in an Italian-Aus- 
trian battleground in the Alps, gives 
Jessel an opportunity to sing in German 
and Italian to the neighboring Austrian 
troops. It being Christmas Eve, the two 
armies regale each other with Christmas 
carols. This probably serves its purpose 
to show that all soldiers are brothers 
under the skin—or what have you. 

William K. Howard handled the di- 
rection, but shows little flashes of his 
previously good work. The cast includes 
Kenneth McKenna, as the doctor; David 
Rolilns, as Pasquale, with a stagy dia- 
lect, and Henry Kolker, the kindly mu- 
sic store proprietor 

Hardly a strong box-office attraction, 
unless much ballyhooing is done.

(RAYART) 
At Loeu’s New York 

Here is a badly constructed underworld 
yarn that carries very little conviction 
and interest. The heroine of the naive 
plot enacts a perfect dumbbell role un- 
wittingly, of course, and her reasons for 
sending her lover to the chair and marry- 
ing the villain are never really grasped. 
In fact, so little intelligence seems to 
have been exercised in both the story 
motiva.ion and direction that the entire 
prcduction secn)s merely a succession of 
unattached scenes. There are far too 
many loopholes and discrepancies in the 
film which are wholly unjustified. 

Story opens with the young hero's 
father a suicide, brought on, we are 
told, by trickery of an associate in a 
business deal. The hot-blooded youth 
and his pal go to the house of the al- 
leged crook and the bereaved lad tries 
to kill the latter, who was formerly 
Judge Randall. A villainous person, who 
is quite attentive to Randall's daughter, 
next confronts him and shcots him be- 
cause years ago as the judge, Randall 
sent him up for a long stretch. The 
blame is then fostered on the innocent 
young man. Somewhere during the pro- 
ceedings, the judge’s daughter and the 
falsely accused boy fall in love with each 
other. As the boy is being taken to 
jail, he escaes and comes back to the 
girl’s house. She has just married the 
real murderer and the latter has boast- 
ingly confessed his guilt. The boy over- 
hears this and is choking him as the 
oetectives enter. The villain is knocked 
out of a window and dies. At the last 
minute the housekeeper clears up the 
mystery by implicating the butler. Thus 
the boy is cleared and is free to love the 
girl ever after. 

Picture is silent with synchronized 
score. Duke Worne directed, but a 
genius could hardly have done much 
with such an impossible story. The 
performers are mediocre.

Weiss Brothers, independent producers, 
have turned out with a fair degree of 
success an all-talking murder mystery, 
Unmasked, which is an adaptation of an 
Arthur Reeve Craig Kennedy story.

The 
mother and father go into a clinch and 
the boy’s girl friend gets in a huff when 
she sees the old rival on the scene. At 
the insistence of the childhood sweetie 
the two make up and everybody is happy. 

Up unti] the final scenes of the pro- 
duction it is impossible to know who 
shall be the lucky girl. Pennington 
seems to be alive with pep and her 
dances go over big. 

Lewis’ music is the hottest that has 
been brought to the talkies to date and 
keeps the customers in a continual good 
mood with the pep he and his boys dis- 
play in their numbers. 

The sound recording is excellent and 
the picture should prove a hit at any 
house. It certainly did at the Strand.

“Broadway Scandals” 
(COLUMBIA) 
At the George M. Cohan 

In spite of a good cast and a rather 
costly production, this picture, on ac- 
count of its unoriginal story and its un- 
imaginative direction, takes on the pro- 
portions of an ordinary program release. 
After viewing Flight, an all-dialog pro- 
duction, and Submarine, in silent form, 
from the Columbia organization, antici- 
pations of something out of the ordinary 
ran high. However, these anticipations 
never become realizations in th‘s pro- 
duction. 

There have been sO many productions 
of back-stage life brought to the screen 
since talk was first introduced that it 
would be difficult to find an original 
angle of treatment or story develop- 
ment. Howard J. Green, author of this 
story, is a former vaudeville producer 
and should know his vaudeville well 
enough to have instilled a few originali- 
ties in this production, In addition, his 


dialog lacks spirit and much of the idea 
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harks back to Broadway and similar 
productions dealing with variety and its 
artists. 

When voice was added to films it was 
perfectly permissible to insert a musical 
number just as an excuse to demonstrate 
this new accomplishment of the screen. 
But in the past year films have advanced 
beyond that stage and there must be a 
certain finesse regarded in the introduc- 
tion of any musical number. It must fit 
into the story with less obvious effort 
than is used in this production. 

Carmel Myers, Sally O’Neil and Jack 
Fgan are the featured players in Broad- 
way Scandals. Miss Myers has the role 
of a foreign prima donna speaking with 
a French accent, and only the fact that 
she proves, near the finish, to be a 
Bronxite faking the nasal French speech 
saves the characterization. Miss Myers 
offers a couple of numbers that are done 
quite acceptably. 

Sally O'Neil has a few moments of 
good dramatics, but in most instances 
the camera has been anything but kind 
to her. Jack Egan, in the leading male 
role, gives a creditable account of him- 
self as the vaudeville hoofer and croons 
a couple of numbers a la Rudy Vallee 
that get over nicely. 

The story deals with a mediocre mixed 
vaudeville team, a girl and boy, who 
are striving for Broadway. A prima don- 
na happens to see the lad, falls for him 
and signs him for her act and then for 
a lead in her Broadway production. The 
girl is one of the chorus of the produc- 
tion. In the finale the girls of the 
chorus give impressions of the star, and 
when Miss O’Neil presumes and does an 
impromptu impersonation of the® star 
she is fired from the cast. The result, 
the boy dencunces: the star, leaves the 
company and starts back on the small 
time with his former partner. 

The picture is all in black and white 
and after the brilliant productions with 
the choral ensembles done in color that 
have preceded it, the film is set at a 
rather severe disadvantage. For the 
average house the picture should draw, 
for the reproduction is good and the 
musical numbers tuneful. E. D.S. 


“Petty Scandal” 
(AMKINO) 
At the Film Guild Cinema 

This is about the poorest of the 
Soviet productions seen to date in any 
of the guild theaters. I. Perestiany is 
credited as being the director, and it 
is evident thruout that he is attempting 
as much as possible to ape Lubitsch. 
His result reminds one of Rin-Tin-Tin 
attempting to impersonate Ethe] Barry- 
more, so great is the contrast in the 
finished product. 

There is little plot and no acting in 
the production, and it is necessary for 
the title writer to specify who is sup- 
posed to be talking when a title appears 

The story deals with the housing 
situation in Russia and the scanda] that 
results from a girl student getting an 
extra room for study and the attempts 
on her life as the result. There is a 
semblance of a love story woven into 
the picture that is so weak and unreal 
that it is difficult to recognize. 

It is imagined that the feature was 
sent to this country to act as propa- 
ganda for Soviet Russia. If this is the 
case there should be no fear for Ameri- 
cans becoming members of the com- 
munistic party as this vehicle nauseates 
and at times becomes downright re- 
pulsive.

“Widecombe Fair” 
(BRITISH INTERNATIONAL) 
At the Little Carnegie Playhouse 

Except for the excellent character- 
ization given to the role of The Squire 
by Wyndham Standing and some beauti- 
ful pastoral scenes of England this pic- 
ture holds little of interest. 

The story is based upon Eden Phil- 
potts’ novel and starts off in a rather 
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hackneyed manner, getting away from 
the beaten track to bring a few spooks, 
ghosts and what not into the surround- 
ings. It tells of an English squire, whose 
estate is mortgaged and his daughter's 
love for a farmhand. The unexpected 
happens, however, as the father tho op- 
posed to the match on account of the 
difference in caste permits the wedding. 
From then on the story takes an entirely 
different trend. 


The theme is dull and its telling seems 
almost interminable, while the comedy 
only serves to lengthen the procedure 
rather than to lend the intended relief. 
The direction is stilted, tho credit must 
be given the photographer for the man- 
ner in which he has manipulated his 
camera on the exterior scenes with roll- 
ing farm lands far in the distance.

Hoot pulls the regular rescue from 
the runaway horse and all goes well 
until the race, with the boss’ wad behind 
Hoot. The boy is drugged, but wins the 
race, and the girl and old man break 
with him because they think him drunk. 
Hoot goes out on a real spree and here 
the bad man, James Mason, tells of how 
he had Hoot drugged. A wild battle 
ensues and Hoot saves the boss’ money 
from the bad man, who is about to sell 
out. He wins the girl. 

It is sad, sad fare, and besides Sally 
Eilers and James Mason there is little 
to talk about except the sound record- 
ing, which is good. Gibson's voice re- 
cords as well as anyone who has been 
before the mike to date. Which may or 
may not mean something to the Gibson 
fans. 

In those houses that like Westerns this 
will be a wow, but on Broadway the 
procuction falls far short’ ef mediocrity.

MILLS-PAINE HONORED 
BY MUSIC PUBLISHERS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—With the dual 
purpose of bidding farewell to Edwin 
Claude Mills, who has resigned from the 
chairmanship of the board of the Music 
Publishers’ Protective Association, and 
greeting John Gregg Paine, his successor, 
leaders of the song publishing industry 
gathered Tuesday night at a testimonial 
beefsteak dinner at Luchow’s Restaurant. 
J. C. Rosenthal, general manager of the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, acted as toastmaster and 
addresses were given by Louis Bernstein, 
Gene Buck, Nathan Burkan, Charles K 
Harris, Ralph Hawks, Donald S. Pratt. 
Lawrence Morris, Congressman So] Bloom 
and the guests of honor. 

In an atmosphere fraught with high 
esteem for Mills and Paine, and with 
frequent excursions into pointed humor 
well suited to the occasion, the sneaker: 
dwelt with undeviating intensity on the 
vast changes that have come about in 
the music industry. With several ex- 
ceptions the addresses included refer- 
ences to Mills’ foresight in advancing 
legislation and introducing changes 
within the music publishers’ organiza-

N THE NEW YORK TIMES a few days 

ago there was a news note announcing 

a gift by Otto Kahn to the endow- 
ment of the Cincinnati Stuart Walker 
Company, which its, it is hoped, to be 
the permanent outcome of Stuart 
Walker’s years of work in repertory in 
that city. That Mr. Kahn had made a 
contribution to another art enterprise 
was not what gave this news item 
significance. His name would probably 
be found, if one searched for it, on the 
lists of art projects in far-away places 
too often to make the search interest- 
ing. What gave point to the note was 
the fact that a New York daily should 
consider it news that a Middle-Western 
city was raising a well-deserved endow- 
ment for a theater, and that that thea- 
ter was spoken of as bearing an Im- 
portant relation to what is happening— 
and what will happen—on Broadway! 


By mere chance an evening paper, the 
very next day, carried a letter from 
Stuart Walker, which, quite uninten- 
tionally, gave ample evidence of the im- 
portance of this relation. The purpose 
of the letter was simply to correct some 
facts in the theater biography of one 
of his players who has become famous 
overnight in New York. But underneath 
the facts could be found an indication 
of the training and opportunity which 
Mr. Walker’s theater has offered for 
years to many of the featured players of 
the New York stage today. A roster of 
the actors, designers and playwrights 
who have had their start or their ap- 
prenticeship in Stuart Walker’s Com- 
pany, even if it gave nothing more than 
the dates of their service and the Names 
of the plays to which they have con- 
tributed, would be enlightening and 
dramatic reading for those good metrc- 
politan folk who think that Broadway 
is the only well of the theater’s imspira- 
tion.—Theater Arts Monthly.

We can 
refuse to patronize the frankly libidinous 
show, the thing that is put forward 
by unscrupulous managers who fail te 
see that fouling one’s own nest is neither 
a pretty nor a practical way of making 
it acceptable to future tenants.—OTIS 
SKINNER, in World’s Work.

LILLIAN DIXON, a personally attrac- 
tive brunet, with a modelesque form, is 
fully entitled to the appellation, “Tan- 
talizing Lillian Dixon”, in the billing, for 
Lillian, with her ever-present ingra- 
tiating smile, flirty eyes, as a singing and 
dancing soubret, leaves nothing to be 
desired in leading numbers and special- 
ties, and in a passing parade of her pleas- 
ing personality evidenced her tantalizing 
abilities, thereby stopping the show until 
the house lights came up. 


CHERI, a brunet with a pretty face and 
slender form, is entitled to varied classifi- 
cations, for she reads lines in scenes like a 
thoroly trained actress of ability, sings 
sweetly in leading numbers, and in a 
passing parade of her personality cap- 
tivates the customers with her artistic 
subtleness and a revelation of her slen- 
der, symmetrical form a la sculpturesque 
that was greatly enhanced by her mag- 
netic mannerism in her dance specialty 
near the finale. 

FRED REEB on his entry was a pleas- 
ing reminder of Bert Lahr, in custom- 
tailored clothes and Dutch dialect, with 
its impressive laugh-evoking inflections 
that should have been maintained thru- 
out the presentation. Be that as it may, 
his dry, droll delivery of lines, eccentric 
mannerisms and funny antics were ad- 
mirable. 

JANE VITALE, a pretty, petite blond 
soubret, with a nondescript, inimitable 
delivery of lines and pert mannerism in 
scenes, distinguishes herself ably in lead- 
ing numbers, singing melodiously and 
dancing dynamically in several routines 
that include artistic toe endurance, Rus- 
sian, acrobatics, with splits and hand- 
springs, anda nifty routine with Juvenile 
Batie. 

PHIL HART, a short-statured, putty- 
nosed, comedy-clothed eccentric comic, 
was in many scenes, numbers and spe- 
cialties, putting over his line effectively 
in bits for laughter and applause, and 
his parody singing and dancing for re- 
peated encores, alone and with his 
partner, Percy Hart. 

CLAIRE DeVINE, a dazzling blonde 
beauty of the intellectual, refined, colora- 
tura prima donna type, ran the gamut 
in scenes, from the emotional dramatic 
to humorous comedy, and in leading 
Numbers a la musical comedy or light 
opera star, and in specialties a la con- 
cert; in fact, Miss DeVine was class per- 
sonified, with frequent changes of eve- 
hing gowns a la modiste. 


LEW PRICE, as a nattily attired sing- 
Ing-and-dancing juvenile, was ell that 
could be desired, and as a light co- 
median and characterized wop evidenced 
the ability to take his place as a second 
comic laugh getter, this being especially 
applicable to his humoring of his funny 
falls, that were sufficiently realistic to 
bring forth howls of delight from the 
audience. 

JACK KELLY, a stranger to circuit 
customers, proved a welcome addition to 
the ranks of straight men, for he is a 
hatty dresser and an aggressive feeder tuo 
the comics, thereby aiding them materi- 
‘lly in evoking laughter and applause. 
Kelly's serio-comic portrayal of a tough- 
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talking prohibition agens in the cabaret 
scene indicates previous experience in 
dramatics. 

LeROY BATIE, juvenile straight, 
another stranger to us, evidences versa- 
tile ability as a thoroly trained actor in 
scenes, supplementing with singing and 
dancing routines in numbers and spe- 
Cialties. 

PEGGY HART, a personally attractive 
brunet, was effective in scenes, and stood 
out distinctly in leading numbers, es- 
pecially in her Spanish characterization, 
and with Comic Hart, 1 hard-shoe and 
acrobatic dancing specialist par excel- 
lence, and again with Comic Hart and 
Juvenile Batie, in un up-and-down- 
center-stairway dancing interpretation of 
the Wedding of the Painted Duoil. 

MUSICAL LEADER  ,(unprogramed)

COMMENT 

The comedy-making possibilities are 
there aplenty, for she scenes have been 
well selected to the adaptation of the

Comic Reeb has most of the vig scenes, 
but apparently thru misdirection does 
not put into them the punch that a con- 
tinuance of his Dutch dialect and man- 
nerism makes possible. 

Properly directed, Reeb should make a 
worthy successor to Bert Lahr, the ec- 
centric Dutch comic, who graduated from 
burlesque to his present position in 
Hold Everything on Broadway. 


COLUMBIA RUNWAY 

Connie St. Claire, in a gorgeous gown 
@ la Grecian modernistic, and later a 
chic costume, put over two numbers 
better suited to her vocalism than any- 
thing heretofore, thereby stopping the 
show on both numbers, as usual. 

Mary Lee Tucker, far more at ease 
than on her opening the previous Mon- 
day, put more pet and far more per- 
sonality into her singing.

Tom Fairclough, as the evening-dressed 
straight man, was a fashion plate of 
satorial elegance, heigntened by his im- 
pressive delivery of lines, emotionally 
dramatic in the Sign of the Rose, as the 
detective, and humorous in other 
sketches, bits and dialog. 


Fairclough, as a singer, has few equals 
in burlesque, for his ballads are senti- 
mental and his classic a la light opera. 

A versatile actor of experience and 
ability. 

Jess Mack, an unassuming juvenile, 
is of material aid in many and varied 
scenes, in straight roles and various 
characterizations, reading lines fluently 
and impressively, and acting with de- 
liberation. 

Sam Rice, Jr., an exceptionally young 
juvenile, put over a nifty dancing rou- 
tine with Leading Lady Nanette, and 
later interpolated several intricate danc- 
ing specialties that were encored, re- 
peatedly. 

Having caught this youngster as an 
instrumental specialist we fully expected 
to see and hear him in a saxophone- 
playing specialty, that was in all proba- 
bility cut out. due to a bandaged hand, 
caused by a fall during rehearsal of a 
new dance. 

Be that as it may, this boy will also 
bear watching, for he evidences the in- 
herent ability of his father, Sam Rice, 
and his mother, Lulu Beeson. 

Madeline McEvoy, a personally attrac- 
tive brunet with 4 slender, symmetrical 
form revealed in split gowns, is one of 
the few remaining coloratura ingenue- 
prima donnas in burlesque, her singing 
being equal to many of those now grac- 
ing the operatic stage, in leading num- 
bers and singing specialties, while her 
work in scenes is that of a well-trained 
actress of ability. 

Cecil Reed. a red-head, gingery sou- 
bret with an effervescent mannerism, 
put personality and pep aplenty into her 
work in scenes, and this is especially 
applicable to her lead in numbers, sing- 
ing jazzingly and dancing dynamically.

RADICAL REVELATIONS 

Under this heading in our last issue 
we set forth the preliminary plans of a 
theatrical promoter for the merger of 
cipital and labor in the operation of 
burlesque houses, productions and pres- 
entations. 

That burlesquers are readers of this 
column is evidenced by the numerous 
inquiries personally and by mail as to 
the practicability of this plan, and for 
the benefit of those vitally interested 
in the subject we refer them to the 
Mitten Plan of operating traction com- 
panies in Philadelphia. 

Its application to burlesque is not only 
logical, but in all probability can be 
made practical. 

As a hypothesis, let us take a promoter 
of burlesque with a corporation capital- 
ized at $50,000. : 

He and his associates find a desirable 
theater that can be operated for a sea- 
son of 50 consecutive weeks. 

He organizes along the usual lines 
with 30 house attaches and 30 per- 
formers at the usual scale of salaries for 
both. 

He proposes a merger of capital and 
labor by inducing each and every em- 
ployee front and back of house and all 
members of company, principals and 
chorus girls to subscribe 10 per cent of 
their respective salaries to the purchase 
of stock in the corporation, thereby shar- 
ing in its profits and losses on the year, 
with the understanding and agreement 
that in the event of a stockholding em- 
ployee closing an engagement for any 
cause whatsoever that the stock will 
be redeemed by the corporation. 

Granted that the corporation issues 
56,000 shares of stock at $1 a share, and 
the employees’ aggregate subscriptions 
amount to 15,000 shares, or a total of 
$15,000, and that the profits for the first 
year amount to $25,000, they would share 
on a basis of 35-15, and vice versa in the 
event of loss. 

In the event of loss the corporation 
would be the greater loser on the in 
vestment of real money, whereas the 
employees would be the lesser losers in 
actual labor. 

Granted that the operation of the 
house gave them a net profit of $25,000 
on the first year of experimental oper- 
ation, that profit would tend to more 
congenial co-operation on the part of 
the entire corporation that now includes 
promoterga and employees. 

Having made a profit on the experi- 
mental investment, it would tend to an 
increase in the purchase of stock by 
principals in position to carry it for 
the ensuing year, thereby increasing 
their holdings 1n the operation of the 
house, year by year, until] they had in- 
creased them to 49 per cent or more, ac- 
cording to the corporation's constitution 
and by-laws. 

With one house in practical profitable 
operation along these lines it would at- 
tract the best talent available and an 
expansion of the corporation holdings 
until it became the holding company for 
a circuit of theaters operating along 
similar lines by a merger of capital and 
labor. 

The precedent thus set by burlesquers 
proven practical, it would in all prob- 
ability be taken up by cther promoters 
of theatrical productions and presenta- 
tions that eventually would include the 
entire field. taking in scenery, costume, 
transfer people and others allied with 
theatricals. 

Jules Verne dreamed of submarines, 
but never saw them realized. 

The promoter of this plan is dreaming 
of its practical application to theatricals 
and he may see it MATERIALIZE. 


CIRCUIT HOUSE CONTINUES 


Speaking of the present tenancy of 
Columbia Corner, and the prediction that 
the Columbia policy wil! change in the 
near future, we call Circuit burlesquers’ 
attention to the fact that workmen are 
now sandblasting the building, with 
every indication of a continuance of its 
present policy, especially in view of the 
alleged fact that the Manhattan and 
America hotels will be converted into 
one, with a first-floor restaurant, that 
eventually may include the St. Regis. 

This will be welcomed by circuit bur- 
lesquers, who have been led into the 
belief that the Columbia was due to 
exit from the circuit.

AUSTRALIA

SYDNEY, Oct. 2.—Legitimate theaters 
have suffered a great blow since the 
advent of talkies. This week we have 
the usual spectacle of five houses being 
closed; these are the Royal (which goes 
over to motion pictures next Saturday), 
the Palace, Empire, Grand Opera House 
and Savoy. The first mentioned is one 
of the oldest playhouses in Sydney, and 
its secession from the regular ranks 
brings one to a realization of the great 
inroads made by the talkies. 

We mention five houses being closed, 
forgetting, just for the moment, the 
principal one—the Tivoli—Sydney’s only 
all-vaudeville house, which, for a period 
of 37 years, catered almost continuously 
to variety. During the regime of Hugh 
D. McIntosh it went over to musical re- 
vues, per a Follies show, but this also in- 
cluded several acts of vaudeville. Last 
Saturday night a packed house (some- 
thing of a rarity for the Tivoli of late) 
saw a show which included several im- 
ported performers and a*majority of 
Australians—most of whom had strutted 
the boards of the Tivoli as far back as 
32 years ago. A special favor was given 
an American, Joe Marks, who recited a 
farewell poem apropos the occasion. At 
about midnight the theater was handed 
over, on behalf of the lessees (J. C. Wil- 
liamson, Ltd.), to John C. Leete, brother 
of the original owner, the late Harry 
Rickards, who amassed a fortune out of 
the business. Williamsons will subse- 
quently convert the Palace Theater into 
a vaudeville house, but whether perma- 
nently or not depends on results. 

By the casting vote of Walter Marks, 
M. H. R., the Federal Parliament was

forced to a dissolution, and thus the 
country will spend many thousands of 
pounds in an election which takes place 
on the 12th. The main point at issue 
is the Arbitration Act, but what is con- 
sidered a more important factor in the 
forthcoming struggle is the Entertain 
ments and Film Tax which the late 
government attempted to pass, and 


which brought about its downfall and in 
a most astonishing manner. 

Marks, M. H. R.. who was chairman of 
the Film Inquiry held in Australia last 
year, was not even consulted when the 
new impost was passed. A general 
remonstrance from theater owners and 
film interests followed, and when the 
hullabaloo became general, Marks told 
the prime minister that, before any bill 
was passed, he (Marks) should have been 
taken into the confidence of the party 
To this the prime minister replied that 
he did not consult any but his ministry 
in things of the kind. When the Arbi- 


tration Bill came before the members 
it was closely contested, there being 
three parties interested — Nationalist, 


Country and Labor. It came to a point 
where one vote was to decide the issue. 
Marks, peeved at the Prime Minister’s 
attitude, and thinking that such an- 
other chance of disturbing the govern- 
ment—even at the expense of losing his 
seat—would not come again, walked 
over to the opposition! Now the fight 
is on. The picture and theater people 
are putting up a strenuous fight, in 
which they have secured the support of 
labor, which, if it is returned, will mean 
the remission of the extra threepence 
per foot on American film—operative 
since the Bruce Government passed it 
six weeks ago—and the elimination of 
any suggestion of five per cent tax on 
net receipts. The Nationalist party is 
spending a power of money in order to 
insure re-election, while Labor is receiv- 
ing @ great deal of support in propagan- 
da supplied by the legitimate and pic- 
ture theaters. 

For Movietone Follies will be taken off 
the Regent bill tomorrow, after a run 
of only two weeks. 

Hoyt’s De Luxe Theaters, one of the 
pioneer continuous shows, is being razed. 
On its site will be erected the Plaza The- 
ater, another Hoyt building. When com- 
pleted, Sydney. so far as its picture 
houses are concerned, will be consider- 
ably overseated. Ere next year is out 
(and maybe before) there*is going to 
be a big breeze against some of the box- 
office returns, unless we are mistaken. 

The Cocoanuts, starring the Four Marx 
Brothers, opened very big at the Palace 
Theater, Melbourne, last Saturday. The 
following night a preview was given at 
the Prince Edward Theater, Sydney, 
when Paramount issued some 2,000 in- 
vitations mostly to the industry. 

Speaking of the Prince Edward brings 
to mind the fact that Genera] Manager 
Hal Carlron, Assistant Fred Burr: Terry 
O’Shea, talkie projectionist, and Eddie 
Horton, organist, have all tendered their 
resignations, to take affect at the end 
of the year. They will be represented 
On the board of the Roxy Theaters, Ltd., 
a company formed to erect palatial pic- 
ture houses in the bigger suburbs, the 
first of which will be Parramatta, some 
14 miles from Sydney. 

Leo Carrillo, in Lombardi, Ltd., is one 
of the biggest stage successes seen here 
of recent years. Carrillo is a big fa- 
vorite here both professionally and off 
stage. 

Show Boat, the J. C. Williamson pro- 
duction in Melbourne, is now in its 
farewell weeks. Some time ago it was 
anticipated that the production would 
run until Easter, but, altho business is 
good, the show hes to play capacity at 
every performance to register a profit, 
and this is not being done. A colored 
ballet of eight, brought from America, 
may finish after the Melbourne season. 

Frank Neil is presenting Whoopee in 


Melbourne, and business is said to be 
most satisfactory. 
Freddie Forbes’ Funbeams is a new 


English revue company now being fea- 
tured at the Fuller Theater. The com- 
bination is a good one and, backed up 
by excellent mounting and presentation, 
is doing well. 

Joe Marks, American comedian, whvu 
has been a very big hit here, will play a 
brief farewell return at the Tivoli, Mel- 
bourne, after which he sails for a South 
American engagement, having had his 
American dates pushed forward for the 
purpose. 

Leon Gordon moves over to the Pal- 
ace this week, and will finish the re- 
mainder of his season with It Pays to 
Advertise. Gordon, who first came here 
some few years ago as the cynical cuss 


in White Cargo, created a big im»res- 
sion--and, incidentally, a consistent wat 
ronage—by his work, 

The Kentucky Singers have been by 
no means financially successful in this 


country, but artistically they are the 
goods. They may be seen in a semi- 
vaudeville show shortly where they 


should do much better. 

Special efforts are now being made 
by the Victorian chief secretary to en- 
force the provisions of the Public Health 
Act so far as it affects the permanent 
employment of, regular firemen in the- 
aters. For some time managers have, in 
certain instances, evaded this clause in 
their provisions,-by eliminating the fire- 
man altogethetemJhis will not be toler- 
ated after this month. 

Price Dunlavy, American organist at 
the State Theater, has been off the bill 
for some three weeks, due to a serious 
injury to one of his fingers. He is now 
almost well again. 

W. A. Gibson, O. B, E., one of the big 
men in the movie game, is still seriously 
ill in Melbourne.

Hugh D. McIntosh, lessee of the re- 
cently closed Tivoli Theater, is Said to be 
returning to Australia from London, and 
will take steps to put his property to 
commercial value. McIntosh is a mem- 
ber of the Upper House (Parliament) 

Mrs. M. Dunlavy arrived in Sydney 
last week. She is the mother of Price 
Dunlavy, popular organist of the State 
Theater in this city. 

Adele Crane, who has played promi- 
nent roles with J. C. Williamson pro- 
ductions here, is shortly to be married 
to Jan Rubini, musical director of the 
Capitol Theater, Melbourne.

Broadway Managers Give Away 
$10,000,000 a Year in Passes 


NNUALLY millions of dollars are 
spent in the Broadway district of 
Greater New York for theater 
tickets. I have seen people pay as high 
as $100 a seat for the opening perform- 
ance of the Earl Carroll Vanities and 
the premiere of George White’s Scandals 
has brought $50. In addition to these 
prices the purchasers have paid a 10 
per cent war tax. Thus it may. be seen 
that theatergoing in the metropolis isn’t 
always an economical method of obtain 
ing entertainment. In fact, it can be a 
very expensive way of finding diversion 
The hits attract people who almost daily 
pay as -high $10 a seat and, if the 
demand is great, the brokers will ask $15 
a ticket. 
However, 


as 


in beginning this article I 
had in mind the idea of pointing out 
that each season millions of dollars 
worth of theater seats are given away. 
Only a comparatively few of the current 
stage attractions are successes Others 
linger along trying to break even 
financially, the hope of making 
a meager profit. Tickets for these can 
be obtained easily if one has a little 
influence. Newspapermen, politicians 
and just mere friends of people con- 
nected with the productions can get 


or in 


them. The theatrical managers would 
rather have their houses filled than to 
offer their attractions in half-empty 


theaters. The shows get better recep- 
tions and, as a result, are played better. 
Every actor likes applause, you know, and 
will work harder if he gets it. 


Fifteen years ago openings of plays 
were much fewer than they are today. 
Then the tickets for a premiere were in- 
variably in demand. Nowadays there is 
a. demand for the plays presented by 
well-known managers of the Belasco 
type, or for those in which popular stars 


appear. These attractions are compara- 
tively few in the course of a season. The 
other “first nights” suffer thru a lack 


of demand. Since every manager wants 
Lis production to start before a capacity 
audience, they all frequently cive away 
hundreds of tickets. If it looks as tho 


the balcony is going to be sparsely 
populated a bunch of tickets will be 
given to the employees of a biy depart- 


ment store, or to some other group. 


In the course of a year TI venture 
to say that $10,000,000 worth of theater 


seats are passed out in New York ab- 
solutely free of charge Weak attrac- 
tions are frequently bolstered up thru 


the wholesale distribution of passes, but 
at the box 


office each pass holder 1s 
charged 10 per cent of the face value 
of the seat he ts to get. In this way as 


much as $3,000 is collected a week on a 
show and it is enough to permit the 
attraction to struggle along The ex- 
cuse given for the tax is usually that 
it is for “the theater’s sick fund.” 


It’s a strange business—-this one of 
supplying the populace with stage enter- 


tairment. There is none other like it 
in the world.-BIDE DUDLEY, in The 
Syracuse Herald. .

REMEMBER Jack's. I remember Churchill's. I remember the Knicker- 
bocker bar. I remember—but maybe I don’t. I’m wrong. This 
old New York stuff has gone to my head. There is something I do 

remember, tho. I remember the time when Broadway—the white-lit way— 
had theaters with legitimate plays playing in them. But look at them 
now. Movies, all movies. The drama is dead, and only the chatter of 
the babes in the Hollywood and the crooning of theme songs remain. 
The stage has folded up. 

All this gloom on the word of a gentleman I met, who wore a clean 
collar, a sort of a bright necktie, and a contract from Metro-Famous- 
Fox, calling on him to do something on the coast if he could find some- 
one out there who knew what he was supposed to do. So the drama is 


gone. Well, so is the Waldorf, and Delmonico’s, and Sherry’s. We've 
borne up under other losses. We can bear up under this. And it must 
be true. 


let's look at the cold, appalling figures. Of the seven legitimate 
theaters on Broadway above 42d street, six have given themselves over 
to the cinema. That’s terrific. It practically wipes out the stage. 
Why, it only leaves 66 other theaters in the immediate vicinity of Times 
Square to house legitimate shows. Of these 65 are on side streets, and 
during the full blast of the season, perhaps five of them will house two- 
a-day movies, or foad shows, as they used to be so quaintly called. Al- 
together, perhaps the greatest number of theaters taken at any one 
time by the clnema will be 12, leaving only 61 theaters for the stage to 
show its drooping head in. 

You can see again what horrible inroads the movies have made. 
Why, in three years—since celluloid began to make noises—12 theaters 
have been appropriated. And then consider the marvelous drawing power 
of the films. Out of those 12 pictures showing, maybe six will be ex- 
amples of the dizzy movie practice of plugging a film to give it a Broad- 
way run, and all 12 of them will be providing material for the chant 
that the legitimate theater is dead on its boards. 

How about the effect of the stage upon the movies? How about it? 
Why, simply that the stage—and the Western Electric—have just about 
saved the cinematic life. Two or three years ago—the exact date escapes 
me—one of the foremost movie critics of our town lay down on the 
floor, clutched his head, moaned, and delivered himself of the opinion 
that the movies were thru; that they had done all they had to do; that 
they had come upon such stereotyped foolishness that even the chronic 
moviegoer was approaching mental nausea, and that, furthermore, there 
seemed no hope. Financial balance sheets and attendance records bore 
him out, and the magnates clutched for the Wall Street straw. Things 
were bad, and then came Vitaphone and the few poor, whimpering talkies 
of the early era. The goose picked up, and the higher it hung, the less 
it appreciated what was pulling it up. For some reason, in the sigh of 
relief was lost the explanation of what had happened. The children felt 
they had lifted themselves by their own bootstraps. 

But listen. What have been the most successful talking films? 
Why, those dragging in musical comedy gyrations, and if musical comedy 
is not part and parcel of the stage, then I do not know what is. Most 
of them even go so far as to reproduce the proscenium just to make 
sure the customers will think it is part of a stage show. During the 
recent outbreak of flickering dramas most of them hinged on court- 
room scenes, done in a stilted, stagey manner that the stage wouldn't 
tolerate. Most of the scenes are shown taking place on sets that might 
have been borrowed from any stage production, and with the only added 
advantage that the camera could walk right up and make you look 
Phoebe Phoebe square in the nose pores. Did I say advantage? Forgive me. 

And who have been the ladies and gentlemen concerned, as nearly 
as their employers would let them be, in the fabricating of the rasping 
masterpieces? Why, our actors and actresses right from Broadway! And 
what has been the result? Legitimate plays reduced to shadows and 
sound of a fairly realistic nature. Just because a couple of million 
people who never went into a theater for $3 or $4 or $6 now go to a 
movie for $1 or $2 to see a rehash of the real thing is No reason for 
rejoicing on the part of the screen people—outside of their pocketbook. 
All they are doing is getting back a market that was rapidly dwindling, 
and the stage is showing them how. 

When honest movie critics cease to write that Roxy's picture is bad, 
but the “stage show” makes the price of admission worth while, as they 
do for most of his weekly bills, maybe matters will be different. Oh, yes, 
the Cockeyved World played to $500,000, but, without the concentrated 
audience, Uncle Tom's Cabin isn't far away from that record on assorted 
stages. When any purely dramatic movie can go into a small house, 
charge stage prices, and stay as long as Journey's End or Street Scene, 
then perhaps the cinema is showing something. Because so many million 
people read true stories is no reason for supposing that The Atlantic 
Montily is going to suspend publication.—The New York World.

The opening of 
the company was delayed several days 


by her action. 
Now the management felt that be- 
cause the cancellation had occasioned 


delay that the ordinary requirement of 
twe weeks’ salary from the not-to-be 
leading lady was insufficient. It thought 
that Equity should devise and impose a 
more severe penalty. 

But Equity feels that 
emergency for which managements 
to be prepared.

No class or profession has so many 
calls upon its time, energy and 
money as the people of the stage. Bene- 
fits, endorsements, subscriptions, they 
pour in upon actors in an ever-mounting 
flood Some of these no doubt are 
worthy; others tho well intentioned are 
inefficiently planned or administered, 
while still others, and all too many fall 
in this class, are downright and definite 
attempts to line promoters’ pockets at 
the expense of the deserving persons for 
whom aid is ostensibly sought.

inclination to investigate ali these ap- 
peals and the people who administer 
the charities for whom they are made 
And so they are likely to give indis- 
criminately of their time and money 
until, convinced of the futility and in 
some instances rascality involved, give 
neither themselves nor their money un- 
less they know personally of the charity 
and those who administer it. 

And yet there are services which de- 
serve support—charities which merit all 
the help they might receive—and do not. 
And there are charities and solvent men 
and women of the stage who would be 
willing to contribute themselves and 
their resources to these efforts if they 
but knew which and where. 

There exists in New York City an or- 
ganization which specializes in investi- 
gating charitable appeals and institu- 
tions and which is prepared to furnish 
information to those who are consider- 
ing contributing to them 

The Bureau of Advice and Informa- 
tion of tre Charity Organization Society 
of City of New York, 105 East 22d 
street, will give that information to 
those who inquire for it. It is also pre- 
pared to report on national and foreign 
relief organizations thru an arrangement 
with the National Information Bureau. 

If a charity or drive is worth while 
it should be adle and willing to stand 
investigation and be willing to co- 
operate with the investigators. If it 
is not willing to undergo such investiga- 
tion there is usually only one reason 
why it objects. The members of the 
association might well refer claims on 
their time, talents and money to this 
source to determine whether or not 
either will be well spent.

Too much meddling already has been 
inflicted on all branches of the amuse- 
ment business. Blue law snoopers and 


professional reformers have made 
enough trouble in the field. 

Censorship is nothing to be en- 
couraged, for, once started, its roots 
grow deep and it spreads with amazing 
speed. The motion picture business and 
all other branches of the amusement 
field are well able to take care of 
themselves without the assistance of 


Senator Brookhart and his conimission. 

As outlined in his bill presented to 
the Senate, Brookhart’s bill places no 
limitations as to the scope or direction 


any probe made by his commission 


might take. In other words, these five 
men, appointed By the President, would 
have unlimited authority in dictating to 


the motion picture leaders who have de- 
voted years in building that business up 


to a $500,090,000 world-wide industry, 
not to mention the other branches of 
the amusement field over which the 
commission might wield the big stick. 


All those interested in the amusement 
business should watch this bill closely 
and take immediate steps to find out 
why it was proposed, what it covers and 
how it is intended to function.

The titles: Van 
Amburgh & Company’s Mammoth Me- 
nagerie “Sacred Cattle From India”, the 
most beautiful animals of the bovine 
species ever seen any country; Van Am- 
burgh & Company's Great Golden 
Menagerie;” “Group of Prominent Ani- 
mals” (lions, tigers and leopards, with 
trainer in Roman gladiator costume), H. 
Prost, general director; Henry Barnum, 
manager; another of the “Four Great 
Golden Menagerie”; “‘The Largest Travel- 
ing Pavilion in America”, showing a huge 
big top, with a carved front, almost as 
attractive as those on the Melville-Reiss 
Shows; another of the Golden menagerie, 
“Tippo Saib”, a group of seven pictures 
of a trained elephant; Van Amburgh & 
Company’s Mammoth Menagerie, “The 
Baby Elephant, Jenny Lind”, the small- 
est living elephant ever exhibited in 
Amg@rica. The collection also includes a 
large herald of the “New Great Golden 
Menagerie, Circus and Colosseum”, “It 
Comes Triumphant, and a large news- 
papcr advertisement of the Van Amburgh 
Circus, Hyatt Frost, manager, for exhibi- 
tion at Newburgh, October 13, 1885, the 
feature of the show being “the rarest 
animal alive, Quedah”. The manager of 
the rejuvenated Van Amburgh Circus, 
whoever he may be, is hereby tendered 
an offer of an eyeful of these rarities, 
upon request. 

Sinner “William Jennings Bryan” Pit- 
zer, the gold-tongued orator, is giving 
his voice a chance to recuperate up the 
Hudson, at Saugerties.

E. E. Coleman Writes 


E. E. Coleman, writing from Dayton, 
O., says: “In this week’s Billboard I 
noticed an item about E. E. Coleman’s 
Circus closing. You didn’t state about 
the show the entire season, only from 
August 3 on. 

“I opened this show in Fairfield May 
6 in rain. We had the tent packed in 
spite of bad weather. Moving from there 
“Virginia”, the elephant, stampeded and 
was not captured until late in the after- 
noon. Was brought on the lot in Yellow 
Springs, O., at 8 o’clock in the evening 
and worked in the night performance. 
No matinee was given there, as we ar- 
rived late on account of the elephant. 
No damage was done except to two farm- 
ers’ fences. I fixed one with passes; other 
with a little money. But this proved 
to be wonderful advertising. The night 
show made a profit for the day’s stand 
of around $50. The show didn’t have all 
the trucks on it until it was out three 
days. The first two weeks it rained 
about every day and horses were used 
to pull on and off the lot. The show 
went towards Cincinnati and the south- 
ern part of the State to New Boston, 
then north to Michigan. I had the show 
in Northern Indiana when I sold to 
John Pluto. I had some poor stands 
and some very good ones, and as a whole 
I did just fair. I didn’t have to sell, 
but I found running a theater and a 
circus was too much for me, so sold the 
circus, the title to be used only this 
season, Or until the paper I had bought 
ran out. 

“When the show was transferred to 
Mr. Pluto about all the people I had left 
—performers, band men, workingmen: 
also people on the advance. It seemed 
to me Mr. Pluto had it tough right from 
the start and I couldn't help but admire 
him for sticking to it until the very 
last. During the time I ran this show 
we didn't make over a 35-mile jump— 
only on Sundays. We paraded every 
day at 1 o'clock. 

“I expect to stay out of active circus 
business this coming season, as the 
theater is enough to handle. However, 
I expect to enter the circus field again.”

LEPHANTS are newspapermen! More 

than that, they are press agents! I 

have been a newspaperman and 
press agent for many years. Most of the 
time I have been a press agent. I have 
written and placed publicity for thea- 
ters, the circus, Democratic Presidential 
candidates, and during the World War 
for the United States navy. 

My knowledge of elephants was gained, 
with a good deal of pleasure, from my 
association with the New York Hippo- 
drome, the departed Dreamland at Coney 
Island, Luna Park at the same resor® 
and the Ringling Bros.’ Circus. Thus I 
can say with some measure of authority 
that elephants are good newspapermen 
The “bulls”, as elephant men always call 
them, are a constant source of news. A 
circus comes to town—and what's the 
biggest attraction for the public and the 
press alike? he elephants, of course! 
The “bulls” unfailingly land space in the 
newspapers; they unfailingly win the 
attention of the patrons of the circus 
above all other performers, human or 
otherwise. 

My old friend, Rube 
phant man of the Hippodrome, 
genius for extracting news material from 
his charges. He knew lions and tigers, 
and monkeys, too, but the “bulls” were

his forte. Another of my friends, 
George (Deafy) Denman, of the Ringling 
Circus, likewise understands elephants 
as a devoted mother understands her 
child. When Denman writes to his 
friends he never fails to mention his 
“bulls”. 

One night during my stay at the Hip- 
podrome I went to see The Merry Widow, 
which gave me the idea of having two 
elephants dance to that popular music 
Castaigne leaped at the suggestion, and 
the following morning we went to work 
with two of our “bulls”. One we dressed 
in “evening clothes” and the other we 
“dolled up” in silks to represent the 
lady. It required a comparatively short 
time to induce the pair to dance to the 
music of The Merry Widow waltz. The 
act made a great hit and was continued 
for a month, with shows twice daily 
excepting Sundays. 

During my time at the Hippodrome we 
received four elephants from abroad. 
Reporters and photographers were at the 
ship to meet them and accompanied us 
to City Hall, where the Mayor greeted 
the animal visitors When with the 
circus in Washington I took elephants to 
the White House for the benefit of 
Presidents Taft and Wilson.

Many 
came out at night, for the rain was over, 


and. oh, boy, Tuesday, Children’s Day— 
what a magnificent day The children 
came in droves and they were made 
happy all day long. Governor Graves 
was there and he was loud in his praise 
for the officials of the fair. “It’s the 
best and cleanest fair I ever saw. 
Michty proud to call it ‘our State Fair’.” 

On Wednesday Lieut.-Governor Davis 
and Dr. Bradford Knapp, of Auburn, 
were guests, and after reviewing the 
wonderful live-stock parade they both 
were extremely liberal with their praise 
and pledged their efforts to further the 
interest of Alabama, thru the State Fair, 
in bringing together the State's finest 
live-stock, poultry, agricultural and in- 
dustrial activities. The colored exhibits 
were pronounced the best ever, and it 
was thru the splendid co-operation of 
Dr. R. R. Morton, president of Tuskegee 
Institute, that it was made possible. 
Every morning students were brought 
from the institute in busses to show by 
actual demonstration what that wonder- 
ful institute is doing for the upbuilding 
and uplifting of the Negro. 

Many changes were visible in the main 
building this year. Ten county exhibits, 
six community and seven individual 
farm exhibits, and they were fine, every- 
one winning a premium. 

The department of Arts and Crafts 
and Educational Division, on the second 
floor, was thronged day and night, and 
under the capable direction of the as- 
sistant manager, Mrs. C. R. Bricken, this 
department was declared an unqualified 
success and was greeted by everyone as 
wonderful. 

The amusement features of the fair 
were up to the standard in every way. 
Much praise was heard as to the quality 
and numbers of the grand-stand pro- 
gram. Horse racing, auto racing and 
parachute leaping furnished the thrills 
of the week. The midway was thronged 
day and night and the Johnny J. Jones 
Exposition met with instant favor and 
the patronage was very liberal. 

The concession boys were the right 
kind. No squawks heard. No objection- 
able characters were allowed this year, 
and only one person who quietly and 
without privilege was up and running 
just a short while when the manage- 
ment ordered him off the grounds. The 
manager was determined to show those 
“big concession boys” that a clean mid- 
way could be run at the State Fair and 
it was done and without outside assist- 
ance 

The corn game played to capacity 
business; in fact, all the boys said they 
did well and would like to come back 
next year. Sunday was the largest and 
best day, more than 1,500 autos inside 
the fairgrounds and perhaps that many 
on the outside, bringing to the fair 
thousands of people. 

Among the features for Sunday were 
an auto style parade and a tire-changing 
fontest. The tire-changing contest was 
between two firms here employing only 
Negro helpers and they were a scream. 
To the winner went a cash prize. 

The president of the fair, Harry E. 
Snow, and the manager, Simon Roswald, 
were highly complimented on all sides 
for the most sucessful fair in the history 
of the State, and as soon as the execu- 


tives have their meeting in January 
Plans will be formulated for Alabama's 
kreatest fair for 1930.

Doc does his ballyhoo, beginning with 
a full-bloomed bass, “Starting right 
away, hippodrome show in front of the 
grand stand,” but it ends in a descending 
key as if the word “hippodrome” tripped 
the door of memory and placed him 
again in the show where an 87-pound 
woman rode a bicycle 100 feet in the air 
on a wire, alid he was a black-face end- 
man, and a roaring good sort of one at 
that" In such condition was born the 
re*+nance of Doc Holland. Last week it was 
ended as he traveled to Ballinger to take 
part in this show.. 

It was so easy, her passing. “We were 
riding along in the car. I folded my 
arms to rest, and she placed her head on 
my shoulder. Soon I shook myself, and 
her eyes were staring and her mouth 


open. She was dead. I drove to town 
and said to Mr. King: “Here is my wife, 
she ts dead.”

New Air Field 
And Park for 
Flushing, N. Y. 


FLUSHING, N. Y., Nov. 2.—All of the 
meadowland bounded by Flushing, Col- 
lege Point and Whitestone is to be filled 
in and used for an airport and amuse- 
ment center, it became known today 
when announcement was made by the 
Halleran Agency, Flushing realtor, that 
260 acres of the meadowland, owned by 
the Flushing Parks Corporation, had 
been sold to the New York City Air- 
port, Inc. 

This property will be added to 45 
acres acquired by the airport company 
thru the Halleran Agency from the 
Mitchell estate, the Downing estate and 
the Schultz estate and the owners of 
numerous small parcels. The entire 
transaction so far in value is an invest- 
ment of $2,500,000. 

Aviation will not be the only activity 
on the field when it is completed. It is 
also planned to establish an amusement 
center, with a swimming pool, artificial 
lake, restaurant, tennis courts and other 
recreational facilities. 


Report Amusement 
Center for Pensacola 


PENSACOLA, Fla., Nov. 2.—Representa- 
tives of an organization, styled the John- 
son-Drake-Piper Corpcration, are under- 
stood to have leased a 20-acre tract of 
land on Santa Rosa Island, which is to 
be used for an undetermined period for 
an amusement center. 

The corporation named is said to be 
planning an early start on the project of 
building a bridge across Pensacola Bay, 
and the leasing of the acreare is in line 
with the original plans of the company 
to construct a series of amusement re- 
sorts along the line of the territory which 
will be affected and benefited by the 
bridge.

Flying Turns Big Success 


John A. Miller and J. N. Bartlett's new 
aviation gravity ride, “Flying Turns”, 
which operated at Lakeside Park, Day- 
ton, O., created considerable interest 
among amusement park men, as the 
principle of free self-steering cars on 
banked runways provides a sensation 
which is entirely new; and it is likely 
that there will be several of these rides 
built for the larger parks for the coming 
secson. 

Miller & Bartlett have been working 

und experimenting on this ride for sev- 
eral years before building the present 
one, which no doubt accounts for the 
successful operation of this ride, despite 
its radical difference from other gravity 
rides. . 
The builders say the “Flying, Turns” 
was developed to give the patrons the 
free feeling of flying, and that the half- 
barrel rolls that the car goes thru from 
one vertical bank to the opposite vertical 
bank reproduces exactly the movement 
&s it would be executed in the air. 

The smooth action of cars will be ap- 
parent when it is realized that a glass 
of water will ride without spilling from 
top of incline to automatic brakes. 

Contrary to general opinion, the speed 
cf the moncplane cers while in a per- 
pendicular position to the horizontal is 
comparatively low. 

Other safety features are upper and 
lower guard rails, automatic brakes, and 
automatic electrical safety pull-up con- 
trol. 

Miller & Bartlett feel that in offering 
this ride to the park men they provide 
an opportunity to capitalize on the uni- 
versal in*terest in aviation.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Fred H. Ponty, 
Owner and manager of Woodcliff Pleas- 
ure Park, Poughkeepsie, expects to leave 
for his winter home in Palm Beach 
shortly. At the present he is busy mak- 
ing arrangements for the coming season. 
H. Marjorie Brown, business manager of 
the park, is booking excursions and spe- 
cial events for 1930. 

The new bridge, connecting Woodcliff 
with the specially constructed docks 
on the Hudson River, was completed and 
thrown open to the public September 15 
when the steamship Ida, of the Saug- 
erties and New York Steamboat Com- 
pany, christened the docks by bringing 
in a boatload of passengers, the first 
to use the new pier.

No Time Like Winter Months 
For Amusement Park Managers 
To Ponder Paint Problems 


It’s not too early to talk about next 
year even if it is too early to start on 
park improvements. 

A lot of thought can be turned to 
good account between now and the May 
opening. 

This is the time to figure on what 
you would like to accomplish in the way 
of improvements if nothing else. Con- 
sequently it’s a good time to investigate, 
cet a line on costs and meditate on 
results. That won’t hurt at any rate, 
even if it stops there. 


Take the matter of painting up for 
instance 
Most park managers make some effort 


to have their plant brightened when the 
season opens. All managers ought to. 
There is nothing like a cheery, shining, 
dazzling lot of buildings to welcome 
your patrons when the gates swing open 
for the season 

It makes people feel good: it gives a 
sort of peppy feeling—and it certainly 
ld make them feel like dropping a 
few extra nickels, and you know that 
never hurts the feelings of any park 
operator 

“The matter of 
What shall it be? 

Red? No, unless it is a strong crimson, 
and even then there is some doubt as to

color is important 


whether it is appropriate when it comes 
to having every structure on the grounds 
painted, 

A certain Western city park has a 
large number of its buildings painted in 
a flaring crimson and trimmed with a 
deep yellow. It does not look so bad at 
that, and perhaps if every structure and 
ride on the park were in the same color 
it would have the desired effect 

One of the cleanest-appearing parks 
which has come to the attention of the 
writer is painted in a deep orange 
Buildings, rides, fences; in fact, every- 
thing that will take paint is in this 
color. 

The park in question is Joyland, at 
‘Lexington, Ky. From entrance to the 
rear it is a fine glare of color, and it 
stands out so attractively that even 
during the closed season it seems to 
invite as patrons persons who may be 
driving along the highway on whjch it 
is located. 


It certainly cannot fail to attract the 


attention of the stranger. and in the 
case of this writer it carried such an 
appeal during a recent visit to Lexington 
that he turned In at the entrance and 


made a trip thru the park despite the 
fact that the weather was chilly and the 


~ 


- 


park and its enterprises were closed for 
the season. 


This park may have been painted late 
in the season, and on the other hand it 
may have been painted before the open- 
ing of the 1929 season, but in any event 
it certainly will not need a lot of 
freshening up for next year. The man- 
agement is to be congratulated on hav- 
ing selected a color scheme that is 
striking, in the extreme and unques- 
tionably attractive. 


Whether managers favor the orange 
color or not it might pay to investigate 
before going ahead with the brightening 
for 1930. 


During a visit to a number of leading 
parks last summer the writer was not 
enthused over the fact that in several 
instances parks gave the impression that 
its operators were unaware of the fact 
that paint is plentiful in this country. 


In one of the best known and best 
operated parks in the country there was 
a noticeable absence of color. Rides 
presented such a shabby appearance that 
it is a wonder visitors used them, for 
there was an appearance of decay and 
in consequence of danger, 


If you have a lot of trees in your 
park they have, of course, started to 
shed their leaves. 


What do you do with these leaves 
after they are on the ground? Burn ‘em 
up? 

Don't do that, especially if you also 
have an abundance of flower beds. 
Leaves make excellent fertilizer if they 
are well rotted. 

Put them thru a rotting process of 
some kind for a season or two and then 
turn them into your flower beds and 
you will not be disappointed with results.

are transferred to the Garden, where 
they are subjected to artificial heat and 
light and vitiated air, which deprives 
them of much of their snap and vigor. 
But there was an abundance of volcanic 
energy demonstrated in the stock this 
year despite this handicap 

Thirty thousand dollars was dis- 
tributed to the various winning con- 
testants. 

The attitude of the management to- 
ward deserving charities in the big city 
helped to put the rodeo over. While 
the event was mainly for the benefit of 
Broad Street Hospital, the Milk Fund for 
Babies and the Press Bay, a newspaper 
memorial which is to be installed in the 
great Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
were substantially benefited Tuesday 
night, October 28, was made “Press Bay 
Night" by men prominent in the pub- 
lishing world. The box holders who en- 
tertained quests on that night were Wil- 
liam T. Dewart. Barron G. Collier, Paul 
Block, H. R. Swartz, James Wright 
Brown, C. King Woodbridge, J. P. Muller, 
Julian Lucas, Nathan Coleman, Gilbert 
T. Hodges, J. E. Hasenack. Philip Bleeth, 
George A. Schwab, Frank B. Wiborg, and 
Edward T. Niles. 

The rodeo folks played an important 
part in social affairs during the 10-day 


engagement One of the outstanding 
affairs was that given by Mrs. Thomas 
F. Burgess, when an elaborate dinner 


was served at Giolito’s, in honor of Will 
James, author-artist. Those present 
helped to pay tribute to the author of 
“Smoky”, conceded one of the greatest 
horse stories ever penned. 

That the rodeo appealed to the literary 
lights is attested by the fact that 
the well-known writers who were visible 
during the contest included Irvin S. 
Cobb, Will James, Laurence Stallings, 
James Boyd, Struthers Burt, Prank Leon- 
ard, Bugs Baer, George Matthew Aaams, 
syndicate proprietor; Harry E. Maule and 
Roy de S Horn, of the Doubleday Doran 
publications; A. H. Bittner, editor of 
Aroory; F. E. Blackwell, editor of Western 
Story Magazine; J. B. Kelly, head of 
Fiction House, and C. W. Mowre, of the 
Dell publications. 

Special trophies this year inchuded six 
fine saddles made according to Johnnie 
Mullens' specifications by the Myred 
Saddle Company, El Paso, Tex.; the 
fetro-Goldwyn-Mayer trophy for the 
best cowgirl, a special trophy put up by 
Western Romances Magazine for the best 
girl bronk rider, and a silver mounted 
bridle donated by West Magazine for the 
best trained cowpony. 

The bronks and steers, suffice to say, 
had the contestants on the qui vive all 
thru the rodeo. It was an even break 
among the riders from the start whether 
they would “stay up there in the sad- 
dles” or pick up a handful of dirt. 
Among the bronks which had the con- 
testants on the alert were Snake and 
Indian Sign. Snake is full of TNT and 
was saddled in the arena for the benefit 
of the spectators in order to demon- 
strate how the cowboy does his stuff. 
Snake retaliated by tossing the riders 
around like mere chips. The audience 
enjoyed this stunt. 

The souvenir program elicited favor- 
able comment. It contained special ar- 
ticles and illustrations by Will James, 
Ross Santee, Will Crawford, Henry Zieg- 
ler, Owen P. White, William MacLeod 
Raine and Arthur Chapman. The pro- 
gram attained a gratifying sale during 
the engagement. 

Unique posters by Will James formed 


one of the many effective strokes in ad- 
vertising originated by Manager Branin. 
It is too bad that the great sports pro- 
moter, Tex Rickard, was not alive to 
witness the 1929 contest. Those who 
predicted that the rodeo was passe have 
changed the tenor of their tunes. The 
old event sure did click! Tex was right 
when he sensed the potential possi- 
bilities of the rodeo in New York. The 
amusement-going public is weary of 
sex plays, semi-nude musical comedies 
and sound pictures. What could be more 
inspiring then than the great Western 
pastimes? They put more thrill in the 
Garden gang than the customary fights 

Another contributing factor to the 
success of the rodeo was the introduc- 
tion of the special discount ticket that 
helped to fill the 14,208 seats in tha 
amphitheater. There are certain people 
who abhor going to the box office and 
paying the standard price for tickets. If 
they can secure cut-rate tickets that is 
an incentive. The management reasoned 
these pros and cons out well in advance 
of the contest and had ticket salesmen 
scouring the city’s offices and industrial 
plants, offering tickets as follows: $3.75 
ticket for $2.50, $3 ticket for $2, $2 
ticket for $1.35, $1.50 ticket for $1, $1 
ticket for 75 cents. A small coupon tic«- 
et was widely distributed which was ex- 
changable at the rodeo cut-rate office, 
where they went like hot cakes.) The 
tickets offered, of course, were not the 
best seats in the Garden, but it stimu- 
lated business just the same. 

One fact was conclusively proven and 
that is the Garden is an off day on the 
Sabbath. Neither the rodeo nor the 
Ringling-Barnum Circus could draw 
them in.

HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 2-— ith its 
first night pronounced a_ full-fledged 
suecess by officials, the third annual 
South Texas Agricultural and Industrial 
Exposition in Sam Houston Coliseum 
ironed out the last wrinkles Thursday 
forenoon and was ready for the crowds 
of visitors at 2 p.m. 

The exposition opens daily at 2 pm, 
and judging from the experiences of the 
opening day that hour will find a crowd 
waiting each day. 

The exposition got under way Wednes- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

Thirty minutes later several hundred 
interested visitors were swarming over 
the floor, visiting the exhibits and in- 
dustrial and commercial displays. More 
than half of the scores of booths were 
complete to the final touch at the open- 

hour. The rest were being com- 
with extra forces rushing the 


pleted 
work, 

There were 22 county exhibits com- 
pleted and in place at the opening hour, 
including exhibits which won high 
honors in reevftonal and State contests. 
Those complete were Grimes, Bee, Gon- 
vales, Galveston, Angelina, Rusk, Madi- 
son, Wharton, Martin, Chambers, Ellis, 
Brazoria, Austin, Lee, Floyd, Hemphill, 
Harrison, Marion, Liberty, Washington, 
Walker and Henderson. 

Crowds thronged around the huge 
exhibits of New Mexico and Florida, and 
about the Panhandle area display. The 
most elaborate of the three is that from 
New Mexico. Every known agricultural 
product of the State is represented, 
along with trophies of its game life, the 
whole display backed by a magnificent 
oil painting of New Mexico mountain 
scenery he Panhandle display is along 
much the same lines, tho not so pre- 
tentious. The Florida display is backed 
by a huge map of the Peninsular State, 
depicting its different products and 
showing the sections of the State from 
which they come. Specimens of the 
products are exhibited. 

With the official opening of the expo- 
sition the Morris & Castle Shows on the 
midway got under way, with a minstrel 
show as the afternoon's first attraction. 
Barkers stamped up and down the plat- 
form; minstrels danced from the outdoor 


stage, and then the actors rushed inside 


and the crowd surged forward. Side 
shows and concessions were doing a 
brisk business before the afternoon was 
far advanced.

A Wonderful Night has not been dis- 
covered. If they meant it to describe 
the action of the piece, it is vague. If 
it was designed to fit the action on this 
Side of the footlights, they have named 
it well. A Wonderful Night is truly a 
wonderful night in the theater. There 
are songs melodious, entertaining com- 
edy, arresting scenic effects, gorgeous 
costumes and quaint characters. 

Only one or two complaints can be 
registered against the entire producticn. 
One very fine number, done by Gladys 
Baxter in the second act, is somewhat 
drowned out by the clattering and 
stamping of a lot of unnecesary dancers, 
and there were times when the orchestra 
became so blatant that the singers could 
not be heard. On other parts there is 
some comedy interpolated that is surely 
not the comedy cf the ’80s, but rather 
that of 1929 burlesque, and does not 
exactly find itself in familiar surround- 
ings in this entertainment. 

First, of course, there is the Strauss 
music that of itself is compelling enough 
to drive spectators galore to the Majestic 
Theater. Secondly, there are scenic ef- 
fects that are new and worth while. 

These are the importations frcm Ger- 
many, and it can be stated without much 
fear that the Germans are far ahead of 
America with their scenic effects. The 
revolving stage far exceeds in. attractive. 
ness the treadmill seen here last season 
in Good Boy. It provides interest of it- 
self. Top this natural curiosity with de- 
signs that are colorful and the scenery 
is estimated 

Gladys Baxter has a fine voice, but she 
does not seem to get all frcm the num- 
bers given her that it is possible to take 
from this music. However, she got all 
she could. Bartlett Simmons in his rare 
chances to display his vocal talents cer- 
tainly demonstrated the finest voice in 
the cast. Mary McCoy, comedienne and 
singer, in personality and effectiveness, 
did everything she could with her part, 
and that is full justice. Hal Forde was 
entirely tco artificial in his interpreta- 
tion of a drunken warden, and Archie 
Leach did his part with the same sort of 
characterization. Leach has a pleasing 
voice, but it does not belong in a Johann 
Strauss operetta. Quite the best comeciy 
done in the thing is hand’ed by Solly 
Ward, who stcps the show with a bit of 
business. 

The singing of the chorus in the en- 
semble numbers was pleasant to listen 
to when it was not spoiled by the un- 
necessary rushing in of dancers. On one 
occasion a ballet came on and Offered 
little but missteps 

Much credit for the success cf this 
venture must go to Jose Ruben, who has 
deftly handled intricate scenery and 
crowds of people. In direction, staging 
and scenic effects it is the best Shubert 
operetta in many years 

The costumes, too, are a credit to the 
designers and executors, for not only 
are they cclorful, but they are true in 
design and color of the period in which 
the action of the play is laid. 

The Shuberts, on the who’e, have done 
a splendid job, and A Wonderful Night, 
it would appear, is one of the finest 
musicals currently appearing on Broad- 
way.

rules. However, I abide by them as do 
most other good citizens. Strife and 
unrest will only tend to destroy in this 
industry. And unless I can offer a defi- 
nitely better plan, I am not going to 
tear down what now exists.” 

The climax of the convention program 
came in the utterances on censorship of 
the Very Rev. Israel Harding Noe, dean 
of St. Mary's Ep‘scopal Cathedral, Mem 
phis, who received the outstanding ova- 
tion of the whole meeting after an 
extemporaneous address at the banquet 
Wednesday night 

“Censors are people who want to re- 
form everybody but themselves,” the 
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dean told the exhibitors. “As such they 
put themselves in the same category as 
the prohibition law. 


“But you cannot censor people into 
morality. You cannot legislate people 
into the kingdom of God. Censorship 
will never make people live cleaner lives 
Such changes must be spiritual and 
must come from within, from an up- 
lifted will to be clean rather than from 
the warning finger of a censor who says 
‘Thou shalt not.’ 


“We must uplift our people into a 
sense of what is clean and noble, and 
they in turn will demand pictures that 
are similarly clean and noble.” 


Dean Noe was preceded by C. C. Petti- 
john, general counsel of the Motion Pic- 
ture Producers and Distributors of 
America, who had attacked all censor- 
ship as “silly and ridiculous”, and had 
praised the motion picture as “the clean- 
est form of expression in the world 
today. 

“When the constitutions of the United 
States and the 48 States were written 
and put into effect, freedom of every 
then known form of human expression 
was guaranteed. Had radio and motion 
pictures been a reality then, I know that 
the framers of those constitutions would 
have put into each of those 49 docu- 
ments the same guaranty of freedom for 
the motion picture as is accorded the 
press.” 

Pettijohn compared motion pictures 
with newspapers, fiction and the legiti- 
mate stage, pointing out that movies 
have had no “Peaches” Browning and 
Judd Gray-Ruth Snyder scandals in its 
screen fiction or news-reels, things the 
like of which we read on the front pages 
of our metropolitan newspapers every 
day. 

“Parents must go back to their homes 
from bridge parties and resume the task 
of character building. It is not for us 
to do that. That is the parent’s respon- 
sibility, and no censor can take the 
parent’s place.” 

Television came to the program with 
a note of high hope from Col. E, P. 
Hawkins, general manager of RCA Pho- 
tophone, Inc., who promised on his com- 
pany’s behalf that when television ‘s 
introduced commercially “it will bene- 
fit the independent theater as soon as it 
does anyone in America.” 

“We're in the theater business, but 
we're also in the equipment business, 
and the more theaters we keep in busi- 
ness the more equipment we can sell,” 
he cited in support of his promise. 


Fading out of sound-on-disc in favor 
of sound-on-film exclusively was fore- 
cast in the address of Dr. Lee DeForest, 
who rviewed the accomplishments of the 
sound picture and depicted for it “lim- 
itless possibilities” in the future. Me- 
chanical improvements will bring, he 
said, better recording and better repro- 
duction in theaters as acoustics is bet- 
ter appreciated. 

Hope for the independent theates 
owner was echoed and reiterated in the 
addresses of R. F. Woodhull, executive 
vice-president of General Talking Pic 
tures, and former MPTOA president. 
Kent, of Paramount, and that of M. E 
Comerford, head of the Comerford chain, 
largest independent group in America 

ERPI was represented by E. A. Esch- 
mann and S. K. Wolff, who concentrated 
his attention on better appreciation of 
acoustics by theater owners and better 
use of fader and volume contro] to ob- 
tain proper effects. ERPI also installed 
special sound equipment in the ball- 
room of Hotel Peabody, in order that 
the address of welcome of Governor

delivered via Fox Movietone News, on
